Parks. 


The city of Lansing has been VYery 
fortunate during the past year fo re- 
ceive as a gift from Wm. C. Durant, 
the park now known as Durant Park 
one of the gifts to the city that we 
can juatly be proud of. 


Mr. Durant not only cleaned up one 
ef the unsightly spots’ of the oity, but 
transformed it into a beautiful park 
and from the Kindness of his heart 
gave it to the city without even a re- 
quest as to the name or how it should 
be cared for. 


I believe I voice the sentiments of 
every citizen of Lansing when 1 say our 


appreciation for this splendid gift is 


unlimited. 

It is our duty as citizens to see that 
this park is kept ag beautiful and ag 
attractive in the years to- come as it 
Was when given to the city. This park 
added to the parks we now already have, 
not only make the city more™beautiful 
but adds to the comfort and pleasure of 
the citizens aa well, 

The benefits we derive from out door 
tecreations in the parks of the city are 
very valuable to the citizens of Lan- 
Sing and should be appreciated by all. 

The board of. cemetery and public 
park commissioners are rendering very 
efficient services to the city and should 


. be commended for thelr untiring efforts 


in making our parks beauty 
the capital city of out. state. 


Street Car Situation. 


spots in 


The street car situation has been 
One of our trying problems. The em- 
Ployes of the road were compelled dur- 
tng the past, to work for a low wage 
and the company claimjng the receipts 
of the road would not warrant a raise 
unless the fare was increased. 


In order that the men might receijv¢g 
a ilving wage and the city stiil have 
eontrol over the street car situation 
in the city, we temporarily allowed the 
Increase with the understanding that 
Just aS soon as conditions would war- 
rant, the fare would be iowered. The 
company was requested to make cer- 
tain improvements and during the past 
ements 
Promised the city were fulfilled; namely 
the belt line around by the Olds factory 
and double tracking, Michigan ave., 
‘from the oid to the new city limits. 


lat x With the improvements promised this 





a 
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year, the paving of E. Michigan and 
other improvements will not only add 
to the general condition of the road but 
should further imppeve the service. 

In talking the matter over with the 
company relative to the lowering of 
the fares, I am greatly encouraged with 
the prospects that in the near future 
the fare will be lowered. 

The citizens of Lansing have been very 
patient and loyal in co-operating with 
the company helping to tide them over 
these abnormal times. Now that con- 
ditions are gradually becoming normal, 
I believe the lowering of fares even 
though wages for their employes remain 
where they are would increase receipts. 


Garbage. 


The question of the collection and dis- 
posal of garbage is a prohlem that 
causes all cities more or less trouble, 
Several methods have been devised to 
solve the question as to the best method 
of handiing it, but no system has yet 
been devised without fault. 

Some cities dispose of it by incinera- 
tion which is not only an expensive prop- 
osition to construct the plant, but an 
enormous waste, both in the fuel - 
essary to burn lt and in the by products 
that can be obtained from garbage 
through other methods of disposal. As 
our system of disposal is by feeding 
to hogs, I am dconvinced more than ever 


that if it can be done by sanitary 
methods, it is the proper way to dis- 
pose of it. 


The city recently acquired a farm for 
the purpose of feeding hogs and dis- 
posing of its garbage by this method. 
I am very anxious @mnd I believe that 
every alderman is that this hog farm 
be conducted in a most sanitary way. 

The question of feeding garbage -to 
hogs in the locality where the farm 
is located has been before the 
courts, and the city of Lansing has been 
given the chance to try it out along 


sanitary lines and now it is up to the. 


city to make good, If this is done, we 
are fulfilling a promise made to those 
who live in close proximity to this farm 
and alan to the court who gave Us a 
chance to make goad our promise. 

If it cannot be done in a ‘sanitary 
way and the proper authorities so -de- 
termine, then we should immediately 
abandon’ the system of disposing of 
garbage by feeding it to hogs and re- 
sort to some other method. 

I would recommend that before any 
hogs are placed on the farm ‘that proper 
authorities be tonsulted as to the best 
method of conducting the farm not only 
from the standpoint of good business 
methods, but from the asatandpoint of 
sanitation and health. 

It should not be our aim entirely to 
see how muc money we can make, 


but conduct it in such a way that 
it be looked upon as being a model 
hog farm. 


Electric Light and Water 


Our electric light and water plant, 
like all other utilities, is passing through 


a 
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a reconstruction period that requires 
the most careful thought of good busi- 
ness minds in its operation. ; 
The improvements: made during the 
last year has added greatly to the pro- 
duction of the planta. 
~The increase in the supply of water by 
the installation of air lift pumps, will 
be ample to take care of our needs until 
the growth of the city requires an in- 
crease in the supply of water which 
undoubtedly will be several years. 


The capacity of our electric Nght 


plant is somewhat limited, but is tak- 


ing care of the needs of the city very 


well at present. 


But should our industrial institutions 
require of the city power to operate 
their plants to capacity, the city would 
be greatly handicapped in furnishing 
the electricity they would require, and 
unless they installed their own plants 
steps would have to be taken at once 
to take care of their needs, 


Police Department. 


During the past year it has been my 
privilege to be in close touch with our 


‘police department and I have no hes- 


{tancy in saying, they are rendering 
very efficient service to the city of Lan- 
elng. : 

While crime has been very evident 
we have 
been very fortunate to be as free from 
it as we have, and we must attribute it 
to the very efficient and well organized 
police department. 

As mayor and city council, we shall 
be ready at all times to co-operate 
with the board ofepolice and fire com- 
missioners, for it is through this de- 
partment the public is safeguarded. 


Health. 


Our heaith department, I beileve is 
rendering very efficient service to the 
city. 

It is through this department that 
the public health of the city is safe- 
guarded against communicable diseases. 


The department cannot accomplish 
this work alone, but needs the united 
support of every citizen of Lansing in 
their effort to make Lansing a _ better 
and more healthy piace to live. 


Our detention. hospital will be com- 
pleted in a short time; which will add 
greatly to the relief of those suffering 
with contagious diseases. By the com- 
pletion of this hospital 


eliminated, as every convenience will 
be provided for the comfort of those 
placed in this institution. 


The health board should be com- 
mended for the way in which they 
proceeded in the construction of this 
hospital as it will all come within the 
appropriation given the board for the 
erection of the building. 


In carrying out this work, I. have 
the same request to make I made one 
yoar ago. 


I urge the most oefficiaat service

given with the strictest economy. 
City Comptroller., 


Reviewing the activities for the past 
year in the office of the City Comp- 
troller, discloses the fact that the bud- 
get system is becoming a more import- 
ant factor each year in determining ac- 
curately the cost of our municipal gov- 
ernment besides assisting the several 
department heads to improve methods 
of administration, secure greater effi- 
clency, reduce expenditures and to allo- 
cate their appropriations in such a man- 
ner that activities in their respective 
departments would be kept at a unt- 
form pace throughout the year. 

Of account of conditions aristng sub- 
sequent to the time the 1920-21 budget 
was adopted, it has been necessary to 
supplement the appropriations of the 
ward highways, poor department., elec- 
tion and general paving to the extent 
of $34,573.43 up to April 16th, 1921. 
This has been done by transfers from 
contingent funds which has had an 
ample credit balance to take care of 
these transfers. The deficit referred’ to 
above will be Included in the 1921-22 
budgets of those departments creating 
same and will revert to contingent fund 
during the ensuing year. 


Bonded Indebtedness. 


The total bonded indebtedness of the 
city at the present time, including 
$350,000 paving, and sewerage bonds 
which will be sold on May 98th, is $2,- 
$58,000, which is classified as follows: 


Paving bonda .......$615,900.00 


Sewer bonds .. sgneee $13,800.00 
Water bonds .,....... 680,000.00 
Blectric Hght ....... 515,000.00 
Miscellaneous ....... 338,300.00 


It is reasonable to expect that the 
water and electric light bonds, while the 
direct obligation of the city as a whole, 
will not have to be paid by taxation, 
but will be retired by the water and 
electric Nght department from their 
earnings. Omitting these two items 
amounting to $1,095,000.00, we have a 
bonded indebtedness of $1,263,000. Of 
the amount $764,220.00 will be spread on 
special assessment rolis and will be 
collected from property owners directly 
benefited. This leaves $508,780.00 which 
is a direct obilgation upon the city at 
large or a per capita debt of $8.87;- 
42-100 of one per cent of our assessed 
valuation or approximately a debt per 
$1,000 valuation of $4.25. 

Included in the amount under paving 
and sewer bonds is $350,000 which wiil 
be set aside for constructions, require- 
ments as follows: 

Paving Michigan ave. from M. C. R. R. 
tracks to city limits. 

Paving Pine ast., St. Joseph st to Isaac. 

Paving Walnut at., Isaae st to Robert. 

Paving Center st., Saginaw ast. to 
Beaver at. 

Paving Grand ave., 
Saginaw at. 

Sewers, extension and repairs, 


Shiawassee at. to 
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4, 
Work on the above construction has 
just been started. 


During the season of 1920 we com- 
pleted 21,319 feet of paving or a fraction 
over four miles at an_average cost per 
foot frontage of $4.87. 


Total curb and gutter construction 
was 15,108 feet or-an average cost per 
foot frontage of $4c. 


Total of graveled streets was 65,880 
feet or an average cost of 440 per foot. 

Total of grade and graveled streets 
was 7,366 feet or an average cost of 700 
per foot. 

The people of Lansing have, by ballot, 
placed in otr hands thousands of dollars 
for public improvement. In doing 80 
they have cxpressed themselves as plac- 
ing the utmost confidence in us for the 
expenditure. of this money. May those 
appropriationg entrusted to our care be 
economically and judiciously spent, so 
we will not betray the confidence they 
have placed in us. 

By so doing we must aa city officials 
be ever on our guard seeing that the 
oity gets 100 per cent in return for every 
dollar expended. 

I would further recommend in the 
eonstruction of all public improvements 
that the work be given to citizens of 
Lansing to relieve so far as possible 
the great industrial depression. The 
question of wages should be given the 
most careful consideration, while the 
cost of living has lowered along some 


_ lines, rents, fuel and many other neces- 


sities are still high. 
Men have been out of employment for 
weveral months, in a great many in- 
etances rents aré unpaid and grocery 
billa have accumulated, .so great care 
and judgment should be exercised in 
considering the wage question with our 
city employes. , 
It is my judgment that if wages are 
lowered they should be lowered to con- 
form with. living conditione as they 
exist. and not to the extent that will add 
to the hardship already existing in the 
city. = 
-In closing I wialf fo say let it be our 
aim in all committee work to be prompt 
in investigating and reporting back to 
the council all propositions § referred, 
for we should carry on the business of 
the city . without delay and without 
waste. ; 
‘Questions arise that cause ‘men to 
differ in opinion and it is right and 
proper that men ghould differ to reach 
a proper solution’ of vroblems, but I 
ask it be done in a buginesslike way, 
not to create ‘a hatred between fellow 
councilmen for this invariably delays 
public improvements. ® 
I would earnestly request that the 
different departments make up their 
budget for the coming year and deliver 
the same to the city comptroller that it 
may be in the hands of the ways and 
means committee as early ag possible. 
I would also urge the committee on 
salaries to make their report at an early 
date thet the report of the wavs and 
means committee may not be delayed. 
Again let me say that we should reh- 
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der the citizens of Lansing the very 
best service possible, keeping in mind 
at all timeg that we are their servants. 

As your presiding officer I promise to 
give each member of this council fair 
and impartial treatment and in retura 
I ask your hearty co-operation in mak- 
ing this year a most profitable one to 
the citizens of Lansing.

Dear Sir—In answer to your inquiry 
as to the extent the sidewalk might be 
used for business or display purposes, I 
have made the following deductiona.

Of 
course this might be qualified to this 
6xtent, that if an ordinance wags so far 
inconsistent with conditions as to cause 
a nuisance the same would be de- 
clared void, as for instance, if there was 
an eight foot walk and six feet were al- 


lowed for display purposes. it would be é 


unreasonable and unforcible, but where 
the ardinance is reasonable, taking into 
consideration the width of the walks, 
the population of the city, etc., there is 
ov question but it is legal and enforce- 
& 6. 


although it is not at present under con- 
sideration, that shold a person use the 
walk for display purposes and a person, 
while wusing the walks, should come in 
contact with the same in such a manner 
as to cause injury, I am inclined to 
think that the city would be held liable

DONATIONS. 


Having passed the question of tax- 
ation and the right to raise money for 
private purposes, or for purposes 
other than those strictly public and > 
belonging to the municipality, we 
come to the question of donations, 
and I will here say that it would 
hardly appear necessary to say that 
the city has no authority to make 
donations of public funds, when the 
donations could not be legally raised 
by taxation, and in this regard, I, 
will cite: 

McQuillan on: Municipal 
tions, Vol. 5, Sec. 2169; 
-“Tt has been held that donations 
cannot be made to a mére private in- 
stitution not under the control of the 
municipality.” 

I am well aware of the fact there 
are certain institutions in this city 
which are supported by the laudable 
undertakings of many worthy citizens 
and entitled to the support and as- 
sistance of the public and most of 
us would be pleased.to assist them 
from the public funds if the same 
could be done legally, but however 
righteous their claims may be, wheth- 
er the, same be on the grounds and 
standards of moral or equitable 
claims, they must come under’ the 
provisions of the law, as it has been.

Its duties are defined, 
as well as its authority, and they 
are given sole and absolute control 
over the police force and the fire de- 
partment, except as to the chief of 
police, who shall be subject to the 
direction of the city council and the 
board of police and fire commisisoners 
each. Among the authorities that are 
conferred upon the board is one found 
in section 218 of the’ charter, which 
reads as follows: 

“Said board of, police and fire com- 
missioners shall have the power to fix 
the salaries or compensation of the 
officers and men of the police and 
officers and men of the fire depart- 
mnent, and to pay such salaries from 
the funds so placed to the, credit of 
said police and fire departments re- 


spectively, as provided for in the an- 
nual budget or estimate and approval 


and adopted by the city councilh” 

It is very plain from the foregoing 
that. the authority to fix the salaries 
is placed in the board of police and 
fire commissioners, and as I am in- 
formed it has provided the city au- 
thorities. With its annual budget or 
estimate, and in that regar they 
have complied with the requirements 
of the charter. There is a limitation, 
however, placed upon the board (sec- 
tion 211 of the charter): 

“The said board of police, and fire 
commissioners shal] have power - to 
appoint a chief of police, a captain 
of police, and such other officers and 
policemen with pay, and such num- 
ber. of policemen. without pay, as the 
said board shall deem expedient ;pro- 
vided, no greater number of police- 
men with pay shall’ be appointed 
than.shall be authorized by the city 
council, and the expenses’ therefor 
provided.” 

It will be observed that the board 
of police and fire’ commissioners has 
the sole right and authority to ap- 
point all policemen, but it will also 
be noted in the provision that the 
number of policemen shall be author- 
ized by the city council. In other 
words, the couneil first has to desig- 
nate the number of policemen’ that 
may be appointee After designating 
the number of olicemen to be ap- 
pointed, it then ecomes the duty of 
the council to wyrovide the expenses 
therefor. A similar clause appears in 
the same section in relation to fire- 
men, so what would apply to police- 
men would apply to firemen. 

IT would next call the attention of 
the council to section 129 of the char- 
ter, which is’ as follows: 

“The clty council shall annually de- 
termine the salary. or compensation 
to be paidsthe several officers of the 
city not otherwise provided for in 
this charter. ‘The salary or rate of 
compensation of any officer elected or 
appointed by authority of this char- 
ter shall not be increased or dlmin- 
ished during the year.” 

« It. will be observed by this section 
of the charter that it. becomes the 
duty of the city council to determine 
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‘the salary ,or compensation of the 
several officers, except those not oth- 
erwise provided for in the charter: 
This exception unquestionably was 
placed in this section of the charter 
for the purpose of meeting the provi- 
sion of the charter under considera-~- 
tion, and it also makes an exception 
as to the salary or compensation 
leaving that part and portion to the 
board of commissioners, under whom 
the parties are serving, and who have 
been given. authority to determine 
their salary. 

Again, the fiscal year begins. the 
first of May, and it is noted here that 
the salary Of any officer shall not be 
increased or diminished during the 
‘year, so l am forced to the conclusion 
that the officers serving on the 
first of May, and especially after the 
board. of police and fire commission- 
ers has: made out its annual budget 
providing for the salaries for the dif- 
ferent officers, that the same would 
constitute a contract. And this is 
especially so since salaries have been 
paid thereunder, after the same had 
been fixed by the commission. This 
last matter is incidental to the main 
question, but | thought It proper at 
this’ time to call it to the attention 
of this ‘council, and particularly so 


for the reason that the council has - 


the controlling power as to the num- 
bér of policemen who.shall be ap- 
ointed by the board, and might re- 
guce the police force in its discre- 
tion, but under the holdings of the 
court in relation. to this matter, and 
especially this charter, the reduction 
of policemen would have to be made 
by. an action .of the council before 
the commencement vf the fiscal year.

To the Mayor and city council, 
Gentlemen: 


In response to your request at your 
meeting of June 27, 1921, I herewith 
submit my views and recommenda- 
tions on the subject of garbage col- 
lection and transportation. 

It should be clearly understood eat 
the outset that garbage collection 
and disposal] is carried on primarily 
of waste materials is a community ‘| 
problem affecting all the citizens 
for the purpose of civic neatness and 
convenience as well as for the bene- 
fit of the public health. The removal 
alike and for this reason it fs essen- 
tial that the expense be borne by the 
general public and not by the indi- 
vidual served. With this in mind the 
people of Lansing voted for “free” 
collection several years ago. The so- 
called “‘free’’ collection is a misnomer 
because nothing of this kind is act- 
ually “free”. The expense must be 
met in some manner. The word “free” 
is used in this connection to mean* 
that the service is offered to every 
household on an equal basis and that 
no special charge is made to those 
who take it. Such free service we 
have never had. For some time after 
it was voted the city officials con- 
tended that there was not. sufficient 
money available with which to pay 
for collection and disposal. Later on 
provisiohs was made in the budget 
for this expense but since thén the 
city has continued to charge’ each 
household served the sum of one dol- 
lar a year and has required applica- 
tion to be made at the city hall. This 
charge, in view of the result of the 
election, is undoubtedly illegal. 
Should any resident care to. contest. 
the matter in court I am sure the fee 
could not be collected. ‘It makes no 
difference @vhether this is ealled a 
charge for the maintenance of a can 
or not. At the time of the election 
the people were promised a no-charge 
collection. 

To those of us who take the service 
it makes little difference whether-we 
pay one dollar at the. city hall for 
this specific work or whether we pay 
an extra dollar in our tax. The prin- 
ciple involved however has a much 
more far-reaching effect which is dis- 
tinctly detrimental to the civic neat- 
ness and general attractiveness of 
our city. There are many people un- 
doubtedly who regard this small 
charge as an excuse for not taking 
the service. If what general advan- 
tage is it if one or two neat families 
in a neighborhood take the service if 
the others refuse and scatter garb- 
age, ashes, and rubbish far and wide!

To the Hon. Mayor and city council 
of the ¢ity of Lansing: 

Gentlemen—yYour petitioner, the 
Michigan United Railways Company, 
under and by authority of the city 
council of the city of Lansing, was 
permitted, by a resolution adopted the 
4th day of June, 1920, to charge and 
coliect a fare of ten cents cen four 
tickets for thirty cents. Thi fare 
continued in effect until July 1, 1921. 

On account of the excessive cost of 
material. and high operating expenses, 
your petitioner did not take in suf- 
ficent money under the former fare to 
meet the operating expenses, deprect- 
ation and a reasonable return on the 

roperty used in*the service in Lans- 
ng. Report as to the operation un- 
der the former fare were made to 
your city at regular intervals as re- 
quested at the time of-the granting 
of the increase. 

It was the opinion of some members 
of your honorable body and of many 
citizens of the city of Lansing that if 
the fare was reduced, a large number 

{-passengers would ride, and_ the 
Bnancial benefit to the company 
would be as creat as by the increased 
fare. Acting upon this assumption, 
your honorable body passed a resolu- 
tion reducing the fares, effective July 


“1; 1921, and authorized a fare of six 


cents cash, nine tickets for fifty cents. 
In response to the reduction in fares, 
your petitioner advised your honora- 
ble body that it would be willing .to 
try out the reduced fare and deter- 
mine the truth or falsity of the 
theory that a reduced fare would in- 
crease travel. Your petitioner, there- 
fore, complied with the resolution and 
put in effect as of July 1) 1921, the 
fare as indicated. This.same fare has 
been continued from that date up to 
the present time. 


Weekly comparisions have been 
made of the number of passengers 
carried and revenue received for a 
like period for the last month of the 
higher fare (June, 1921), and for a 
like period of the previous year. A 
copy of the results of the operation 
for the first month under this lower 
rate is hereto attached. From an ex- 
amination of these results, it will be 


seen that the traffic has not materlal- 
ly increased over a 
period in June, and has actually de- 
creased as compared with the corres- 
ponding period of July, 1920. It wiil 
also be noticed that in every instance 
there has been a tremendous loss in 
revenye. This loss, in Lansing, as 
compared with the month of June 
(the last month of the higher fare), 
amounts to $8,648.77, which is on the 
basis of $103,725.26 for the year. As 
compared with the month of July, 
1920, the loss is $13,684.84, which is 
on the basis of $164,218.08 for the 
year. 

The Company has fairly tried out 
the reduced fares and this trial has 
conclusively proven that _decreased 


fares will not tncrease travel nor 
revenue, 
It is not a question of the “om- 


pany'’s starding the loss during the 
depression in‘*business, as it has not 
made a fair return in years past. It 
is simply piling up losses over the 
former losses to such an extent as to 
completely crush the Company. 

It is plain that your petitioner can- 
not continue to operate and furnish 
service at the present rate of fare. 

Your . petitioner, therefore,‘ sks 
your honorable body to readjust the 
schedule of fares so as to enable it to 
continue to serve.

pital it has been found necessary to 
make some changes, alterations and 
additions to the original plans, which 
have all been under the considera- 
tion of the board of health. Upon 
all the major items, of these changes 
and additions, the board has received 
estimates or bids and recommends 
that said changes and additions be 
made, the total cost of which shall 
not exceed $7000.60. 

As to the alterations and exten- 
sions of the building plans, it is 
recommended that toilets, baths and 
lavatories be installed in the four 
largest wards, two at each end of 
the first floor, also that drinking 


- fountains be transferred from the 
. eorridors to these wards. 


It is rec- 
ommended also that a second diet 
kitchen be installed so as to make it 
possible, to isolate those patients 


afflicted with the most dangerous and 
insidious diseases. 


We recommend a 


few other minor changes on this 
floor for the accommodation of nurs- 


2s. 


The original plans caHed for th 
laying of floor in the b sein ae 
cover about 2400 square feet. The 
board of health recommends that ce- 
ment floor be laid for the remainder 
of the entire basement, an -addition- 
al amount of about 3500 square feet. 
The board recommends also, the in- 
stallation of a janitor’s room, a room 
for sterilization of clothing, mat- 
tresses and bedding and a dining 
room for nurses and employees. 

As to estimates and bids, the board 
has a bid on necessary plumbing and 
heating of $1610.00, a bid also on 
other necessary changes and addi- 
tions in the building of $4179.74, 
These bids are herewith attached. 

We further state that it will be 
necessary in the very near future to 
furnish and equip a kitchen and 
laundry, both of which the board has 
received bids on and the said bids 
amount to $5600.00. However, it is 
the opinion of the board that all the 
necessary equipment may be purch- 
ased for much less than that, and 
the total amount of the same will not 
exceed $3000.00. There will also. be 
needed the sterilization outfits for 
clothing, utensils and dishes, the cost 
of which will not exceed $2600.00. 

Also that said board has received 
bids on the beds, bedding and furni- 
ture for the rooms, which bid was 
$5500. The said board also thinks 
that the same can be furnished and 
properly equipped for much less 
money and if they are permitted to 
purchase the same. that the amount 
be less than $5000. 

In consideration of the same, the 
board of health asks that this hon- 
orable body grant them authority to 
go on and order the changes, aitera- 
tions and additions to be made as 
stated, in the plumbing, and also in 
the building and they be authorized 
to equip the laundry and kitchen and 
also to purchase furnishings and 
equipment necessary for the occupa- 
tion and use of the building.

To the Honorable Mayor and Mem- 
bers of the City Council: 
Gentlemen:—It may not come 

clearly within: my legal duty to call 
the attention of the council to mat- 
ters which do not involve a strictly 
legal interpretation. Nevertheless I 
am going to venture an opinion and 
make some recommendations in re- 
lation to the assessment of Prospect 
street, and before doing so I desire 
to call the attention of this coun- 
cil, as there are same members that 
are on the council now that were not 
when these proceedings were com- 
menced, to what has been done in re- 
lation to the same. 


In December, 1915, a petition was 
filed to open Prospect street. It ap- 
pears from the records that the thing 
was carried on by the proper reso- 
lutions until the council finally or- 
dered a roll made. The roll was 
made and presented to the council 
in September, 1917. It appears that 
the council was unable to agree upon 
this roll, after hearing the griev- 
arces of some of the parties who 
were assessed and that one or two 
new rolls were presented to the 
council. The last roll as prepared 
was presented to the council in Aug- 
ust, 1919, since which time the rol! 
was pending before this council until 
April 6th, 1921. The roll was then 
finally confirmed by this council and 
in August of this year the mayor 
was instructed to sign the roll. I 
have carefully examined and looked 
over all the records pertaining to 
this matter and as I reported to this 
council on April 5th that the roll was 
legally before them for their con- 
firmation or rejection, arid I still ad- 
here to the statement that the roll 
was properly and legally before the 
council and legally passed. At the 
time of the confirmation of the roll 
T knew nothing whatever regarding 
the circumstances and conditions of 
the matter, and was not alled upon 
for an opinion in the matter except 
as to the legal steps taken by the 
council and since the _ final action of 
the council the same has been called 
to my attention and I have carefully 
examined the roll, and I am forced to 
the conclusion that the said roll is 
very questionable, by reason of the 
fact that there is such an apparent 
inequality in the assessments of dif- 
ferent property thereon. Tt cannot 
help but appeal to anyone who 
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August 24, 1921. 


looks over this roll that a ee 
ment is not uniform, and if @ same 
is so inequitable and uniform as ap- 
pears there could be no question but 
what it would invalidate the roll, as 
the same would be in violation of the 
constitutional rights of the parties. 

There is one other matter in re- 
gard to the roll to which I desire to 
call the attention of the coucil. ft 
appears that at the time this street 
was opened the property that was 
assessed to Young Bros. Realty com- 
pany has since been platted and that 
the plat is known as Ludwig park. 
That the said Ludwig Park has set 
aside a certain portion of this prop- 
erty for street purposes, which plat 
was accepted by the city. Therefore, 
as this plat was assessed as a body, 
without any exceptions made as to 
these streets ,lt would be impossihle 
to collect the entire tax upon the 
property outside of the streets, as 
the streets are included in the said 
assessment. 


I make this statement now to this 
believing, it advisable that 
steps should he taken to correct the 
mistake which they apparently have 
rand, and IT would recommend that a 
recolution be passed by this council 
vacating the proceedings had i~ rela- 
tion to the confirmation of the roll 
and recall the same. This act mav 
be taken in accordance with our 
charter, Section 2567 of which reads 
in part as follows; 

“Whenever any. special agrsessment 
to defray the expensé¢ of any im- 
provement shall in the opinton of the 
city council be invalid the city coun- 
cil may vacate and set the same 
aside.” 

This section of our charter has 
been construed in the case of Town- 
send vs. City of Manistee, 88 Mich- 
igan 408, where the charter was very 
similar to ours and practically the 
same proceedings were had and ques- 
tions raised. Also in the case of 
Bogart vs. Jackson Circuit Judge, 
118 Michigan 4657.

The real question before the coun- 
cil now is, ¢an this council legally 
pay the tax of a person after it be- 
comes a lien? As we all know and 
understand, when the roll is once in 
the hands of the treasurer she has to 
make that roll good or return the 
property. One of the two matters 
under consideration is that involving 
the question of the house that burned 
after the assessment had been made. 
I am forced to say that this is an un- 
fortunate matter but one which will 
have to be borne by the person as- 
sessed, as there is no law whereby 
he could be legally reimbursed. 

The other question is that of the 
lady who is unable to pay by reason 
of poverty. : This question is gov- 
erned by Chapter X of the charter, 
which provides that the city may 
pay the taxes of a person who is 
unable to pay the same, but that the 
amount so paid by the city with in- 
terest and accrued interest and costs 
shall he a valid lien in favor of the 
city and against the owner, and 
which debt shall be due the city one 
said payment. Section

ORDINANCES. 


Ald. .Dymond introduced the fol- 
lowing ordinance, which was read a 
first and second time by its title and 
referred to the committee on “erdi- 
nances: 

An ordinance to provide for ade- 
quate safeguards and protection to 
basement stairways and areaways 
opening off from any public street, 
alley or sidewalk. 

The city of Lansing ordains: 

Section’1. It shall be unlawful for 
any person, firm, or corporation to 
keep and maintain a basement stair- 
way or areaway, opening off “rom 
any public, street, alley or sidewalk, 
without providing a substantial 
railing or adequate safeguard and 
protection for the same. Provided 
also’ that the entrance through such 
railing to said basement’ stairway 
shall be at a right angle to the 
course of such alley, street. or side- 
walk, so that it will be necessary 
for persons desirous of using such 
basement stairway to turn at right 
angles from the course of the street, 
alley or sidewalk to enter the same. 

Section 2. Any person or persons 
violating any of the provisions of 
this ordinance shall, upon conviction 
thereof, be punished by a fine not 
exceeding fifty dollars, and in de- 
fault of the payment of such fine 
such person or persons shall be im- 
prisoned in the city jadi until euch 
fine is said. not exceeding 380 days. 
way opening is maintained contrary 

Each day said stalrway or area- 
to the provisions of this ordinance 
shall constitute a separate and 
distinct offense. 

Ald. Britten introduced the follow- 
ing ordinance which was read a first 
and second time by its title and re- 
ferred to the committee on ordi- 
nances. 

An ordinance to license and regulate 
taxicab owners and taxicab driv- 
ers, to prescribe conditions under 
which they may do business on 
the streets of the city of Lansing: 
to fix the rate of fare charged for 
the use of such vehicles, to pro- 
vide for traffic regulations govern- 
ing auch vehicles, to provide for 
traffic regulations governing same: 
to require the installing of meters 
thereon, and to provide penalties 
for violation thereof. 
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Be it ordained by the city council of 
the city of Lansing: 

Sec. 1. Unless it appears from the 
context that a different meaning is 
intended, the following words shall 
have the meaning given them by 
thia section. 

The word “street” shall mean and 
include any street, alley, avenue, 
court, lane or public place in the 
city of Lansing. 

The word “taxicab” shall mean and 
include any motor vehicle engaged 
in the business of carrying persons 
for hire, whether the same is oper- 
ated from a street stand or from a 
garage, where no regular specified 
route is traveled, but passengers 
are taken to and from such places 
as they may designate; provided, 
that automobiles used exclusively as 
hearse, funeral cars, ambulances, 
hotel busses, sight-seeing busses, or 
motor busses shall not be construed 
to be within the meaning hereof. 


The word “person” shall mean and 
include person, firm or corporation. 

Sec. 2. It shall be unlawful for 
any person, firm, corporation or co- 
partnership to operate or caused to 
be operated for hire wihin the limits 
of the city of Lansing a_ taxicah, 
without first obtaining a license 
therefor from the city clerk. 


Sec. 3. The city clerk, upon the 
approval by the common council, is 
hereby authorized to grant a license, 
for the purpose aforesaid, to any 
citizen of the United States, a resi- 
dent of the city of Lansing, of the 
age of twenty-one (21) years or up- 
wards, and of good moral character, 
or to any co-partnership or corpora- 
tion authorized to operate taxicabs 
in accordance with the laws of the 
state of Michigan. Such license may 
be granted by the city clerk, upon 
the applicant paying into the city 
treasury the sum of ten dollars 
($10.00) for each taxicab to be kept 
as aforesaid for public hire, and 
executing a bond to the city of Lan- 
sing in the sum of five thousand dol- 
lars ($5,000.00) with proper and ade- 
quate sureties, conditioned that such 
tuxicab or taxicabs will be operated 
in accordance with the provisions of 
the laws of the state of Michigan 


and the charter and ordinances of - 


the city of Lansing, and that no 
greater rate of fare will be charged 
to any person hiring such taxicab 
than the rate of fare permitted by 
this ordinance; that a taximeter 
shall be installed upon each taxicab 
as hereinafter provided and that nae 4 
property left by any person in suc 
taxicab will be returned to him upon 
application, and ‘that any judgment 
rendered in any court against such 
applicant, arising out of damage or 
injury:to any person or property 
caused by the negligent operation of 
such taxicab, or taxicabs will be 
paid.

The chief of police is here- 
by authorized to locate and desig- 
nate public stands and he shall fix 
and specify the number of such pub- 
lic taxicab shall be permitted to 
stand at any one of the _ public 
stands designated by him, provided, 
however, that no public taxicab 
shall be permitted to stand within 
six (6) feet of any cross-walk; Pro- 
vided further, that an appeal may be 


‘made to the common council by any 


interested party from any order or 
designation as to taxicab stands 
made by the chief of police, or any 
appeal may be made by the chief of 


Police to the common council from. 


any protest made by any abutting 
property owner, and the council may, 
after notification of the interested 
parties, and upon hearing, in its dis- 
cretion, exercised with a view to the 
public interest, order the stand estab- 
lished or discontinued. 


Sec. 7. Only public taxicabs in 
such number as the chief of police 
shall specify may remain at such 
stand while waiting for employment 
and they must be parked in single 
file. No public taxicab shall be per- 
mitted to refuse to carry any order- 
ly person who offers to hire such 
taxicab and agrees to pay the proper 
rate of fare,’ As the taxicab leaves 


the parking line with passengers, 
those in the rear shall move up, 
and any public taxicab seeking 


space on such stand shall not ap- 
proach the same except from the 
rear thereof and shall move up as 
closely as possible to the last car on 
said parking line. 


The common council may. upon 
complaint and ‘hearing, revoke the 
license of any public driver who 


violates the foregoing provision. 


Sec. 8. Every public taxicab driven 
upon the streets of the city of Lan- 
sing, seating five passengers or less, 
shall have affixed thereto a_e taxi- 
meter of a size and design approved 
by the mayor and chief of police. 


(A) No license shall be issued to a 
taxicab until the taximeter attached 
thereto shall have been = inspected 
and found to be accurate. 
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(B) No person shall use or permit 
to be used upon any taxicab a taxi- 
meter which shall be in such a con- 
dition as to be over five (5) per cent 
incorrect to the prejudice of any 
passenger. 

(C) No taximeter affixed to a pub- 
lic taxicab propelled by steam, gaso- 
line or electricity or other motor 
power shall be operated from any 
wheel to which the power is applied. 

(D) After sundown the face of 
every taximeter shall be iiluminated 
by a suitable light so arranged as to 
throw. a continuous steady light 
thereon. 

(EE) No person shall use or permit 
to be used, or drive for hire a pub- 
lic taxicab ‘equipped with a taxi- 
meter, the case of which is unsealed 
rs ate having its cover and gear 
ntact. 


F) No driver of the public taxi- 
cab equipped with a taximeter while 
carrying passengers or under = em- 
ployment, shall display the signal 
affixed to such taximeter or other 
similar device in such position as to 
denote such vehicle.is not employed, 
or in such position as to denote that 
he is employed at a rate of fare dif- 
ferent from that which he is en- 
titled under the provision of ‘this 
article. 


(C) No person shall drive a public 
taxicab with which is attached a 
taximeter that has not been duly 
inspected and approved. 


Sec. 9, . The driver or owner of 
any public taxicab licensed as afore- 
said, may demand and receive for 
carrying passengers the following 
prices and no more, viz: for the first 
one-third (1-3) of a_ mile, hirty 
cents ($.80), and for each additiona! 
one-third (1-3) of a mile, ten cents 
($.10). The above charges shall be 
for one person, for each additional 
passenger carried, a charge not ex- 
ceeding twenty-five cents ($.25) for 
the entire trip may be made, pro- 
vided that no charge shall be made 
for carrying children under the age 
of twelve years when accompanied 
by paying passengers; taxicabs hired 
by the hour may charge two dollars 
($2.00) for the first hour and one 
dollar and fifty cents ($1.50) for each 
and every hour thereafter; taxicabs 
held standing at the direction of 
the customer shall be allowed to 
charge ten cents ($.16) for each four 
(4) minutes; each paying passenger 
shall be entitled to have carried by 
such conveyance, without charge, 
any hand baggage not’ exceeding 
fifty (50) pounds in weight, and for 
each piece of baggage weighing 
over fifty (90) pounds, twenty-five 
cents ($.25) may be charged and 
collected. 


The charges hereinbefore setforth 
shall be binding upon the owners 
and drivers of such taxicabs and 


any collection of fares in excess of 
said rates shall be punished as pro- 
vided in this ordinance. 
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Sec. 10. Every taxicab operated in 
the city of Lansing shall have posted 
in it a printed schedule of the rates 
in effect, the letters and figures of 
said printed schedule to be not 
smaller ,than eleven (11) point type. 


Sec. 11. The owner or driver or 
chauffeur or person in charge or 
control of a taxicab kept for hire, 
Shall, upon demand, deliver to the 
person paying for the hire of the 
same at the time of such payment, a 


receipt therefore, this receipt shall 
contain in legible type or writing, 
the name of the owner, the driver’s 
city license number, all items for 
which a charge is made, the total] 
an paid and the date of pay- 
ment. 


Sec. 12, Every driver of a public 
taxicab, immediately after the termi- 
nation of any hiring or employment, 
must carefully search such taxicab 
for any property lost or left there- 


in,;and such property, unless sooner 
claimed or delivered to the owner, 
must be taken to the nearest police 
station and\deposited with the officer 
in charge within twenty-four (24) 
hours after the finding thereof and 
which property shall be retaihed by 
the police department until same 
Shall be claimed and.identified by 
the owner. 


Sec. 13. Every driver of a public 
taxicab shall have the right to de- 
mand the legal fare in advance ane 
may refuse employment unless so 
prepaid, but no driver of a public 
taxicab shall otherwise refuse or 
neglect to convey any orderly per- 
son or persons upon request any 
where in the city, unless previously 
engaged or unable so. to do. 


Sec. 14. No public taxicab, while 
awaiting employment by passengers, 
shall stand on any public atreet or 
place other than upon a public taxi- 


cab stand, designated or established 
in accordance with this ordinance; 
nor shall any driver of such taxicab 
seek employment by repeatedly and 
persistently driving to and fro in a 
shgrt time before any theater, hall, 
hotel, public resort, railway station 


or other public gathering in any 
manner so as to interfere with the 
proper and orderly acecss to or egress 
from said buildings or other places 
of public gathering, but any taxicab 
may solicit employment by driving 
through any public street or place 
without stopping, other than those 
due to obstruction of traffic, and at 
such speed as not to interfere or im- 
pede traffic, and may pass and re- 


pass before any theater, hall. hotel, 
public resort, railway station or 
other place of public gathering, pro- 
vided that. after passing such pub- 
lic place he shall not turn and re- 
pass until he shall have wone a dlis- 
eer of two blocks beyond sych 
place. 
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Sec. 16. -No person shall be per- 
mitted to Cue on the front seat with 
the driver, except a student driver, 
and any driver ho shall permit this 
to be done may be deprived of his 


. license, except that one member of 


a party of several persons hiring a 
taxicab shall be permitted to ride 
with the driver. 

Sec. 16. It shall be unlawful for 
any. person to loiter at, within or 
near any taxicab or automobile kept 
for hire, except the driver or owner 
thereof, while said taxicab is stand- 
ing upon the public streets or taxi- 
cab stands. 

See. 17. Any person, firm, corpo- 
ration or co-partnership violating 
any of the provisions of this ordi- 
nance shall, upon the conviction 
thereof, be subject to a fine not ex- 
ceeding the sum of one hundred dol- 
lars ($100.00) or imprisonment in 
the county jail for the period of not 
exceeding ninety (90) days, or both 
such fine and imprisonment in the 
discretion of the court. 

Sec. 18. All ordinances or parts of

Gentlemen—I respectfully beg leave 
to report as follows on the resolution 
of Ald.

Fully realizing what the conditions 
are’ on E. Michigan ave. as well as 
several other points in the city, we 
are unable with the facilities § at 
hand to properly police all these 
places. 


I wish to call the attention of 
your honorable body that we have 
each year asked for an increase of 
men and equipment, which have been 
denied us, notwithstanding the con- 
tinued growth of your city. There 
has been no increase in the depari- 
ment since 1919. I wish to call your 
attention to the increase inthe 
number of automobiles and also the 
number of miles of pavement. Ac- 
cording to the records of the secre- 
tar yof state, in the year 1919, 9,287 
automobile licenses were issued for 
tide | and this vicinity. In the 
year of 1920 there was 11,885. Up to 
date of 1921 there is 12,984, making 
an increase of 38,697 since 1919. In 
rerard to the pavement, in 1919 
there was 26 miles; in 1920 there 
was 82 miles; and up to the present 
time in 1921 there are 40 miles—an 
increase of+14 miles, which is pro- 
portionately on the main traveled 
roads and are ideal for speeding. All 


this increase has been done without 
a corresponding increase in the fa- 
cilities for coping with such condi- 
tions. " ; 

We therefore recommend that we 
be allowed an increase of 20 regular 
patrolmen and 5 patrolmen for mo- 
torcycle duty to look after speeders. 
This will also necessitate the pur- 


chasing of five new motorcycles. If 
this equipment is granted we can 
safely promise to give a great deal 


ah 
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better service than at present and 
strictly enforce the traffic ordinance.

To the Honorable Mayor and Mem- 
bers of the City Council : 


Gentlemen—Haying been appointed 
as one of the members of a commit- 
tee to investigate and determine 
what may or might be done in rela- 
tion to rs tte) the Soclal Center 
and the Michigan Children’s Home 
society, and the said committee hav- 
ing asked me to submit my ideas to 
the council, I herewith submit the 
following. I have also been requested 
by the chairman of the poor com- 
mittee to make investigation in re- 
lation to the conduct and distribu- 
tion of the poor fund, and owing to 
the fact that the two questions are 
so clasely allied I will cover both 
matters in thls communication. 


Under the statutes of the state of 
Michigan in relation to the.care of 
the poor, we have two systems, one 
of which is Known as the county 
system and the other as the town- 
ship unit system. Upon’ Investiga- 
tion I learned that this county is un- 
der the township unit system. By 
that is meant that each township 
and city shall care for its own poor 
and the county raises a separate 
fund by which it cares for what is 
known as the transient poor, or 
those who have been in the county 
a year but have not been In one 
township or city long’ enough to 
establish a residence or what is 
called a settlement, to entitle them 


. to relief. 


COUNCIL PROCEEDINGS 


Our charter, section 144, provides 
for the raising of a paor fund, which 
has been followed by the city, and is 
now being acted upon. Our charter 
further provides for the appointment 
of a director of the poor, section 99 
as amended. Ordinance No. 29 of the 
city out'ines the duties of the direc- 
tor of the poor as to the care and 
relief of indigent persons. I might 


here state that the ordinance is very - 


full and complete, and among other 
things provides for all the powers 
and duties connected with and in- 
stant to the relief of poor and indi- 
gent persons in the city of Lanas- 
ing, which shall be vested and exer- 


ciséd by a poor masters, who shall be . 


known as a director of the poor. 


Section 4 of the ordinance pro~- 
vides that records shall be kept in 
sultable books, provided for the pur- 
pose ,arranged alphabetically,  re- 
quiring the natlonality, 
sex and condition of each applicant 
or family, place and length of time 
of desidenee in the city, former resi- 
dence, cause of destitution, trade or 
occupation and certain other matters 
shall be kept in that book, which 


shall be open at all times for inspec- | 


tion to city officers. 


Section 6 provides that in no case 
shall aid or relief be extended to 
any perion to an amount greater 
than $50 in one year. Section 12 pro- 
vides thit each month there shal! be 
submitted to the city coynell a state- 
ment ard report of the  disburse- 
ments during the previous 
and that at the end of the year there 
shall be transmitted a full and com- 


plete statement of the year’s work. — 


In looking over the office of the di- 
rector of the poor I was unable toa 
find any books in which the _ re- 
quirements as set forth in said sec 
tion 4 ere kept; that is, the history 
of each case. I also found 


$50 per year and several that exceed 
$50 in one month. [n this regard I 
will say that when the amount runs 
over $59 the matter should be re- 
ported to the’ council and the coun- 
cil act upon it, as provided by said 
section. In visiting the clerk’s office 
I was unable to learn that any re- 
port had been made during the fiscal 
year. 


In making these statements I do so 


in the discharge of my duty, as re- ~ 


quested, and feel that it is proper 
for the council to know the condi- 
tion of matters. I do not charge any 
officer in the department of the poor 
with intentionally neglecting his 
duty. In fact, the duties of the office 
are more than any one person can 
discharge and do so properly . 

I will not take up the question as 
to how we will relieve the poor chil- 
dren who are being cared for by the 
organizations first mentioned. Our 
charter, section 99 as amended,

appointment of certain officers, 
also “such other officers as may be 
necessary to carry into effect the 
owers granted by this charter.” 
nder and by virtue o fthe powers 
granted the mayor and council by 
this section of the charter, I am of 
the’ opinion that the council can 
create the office of deputy director of 
the poor or assistant director of the 
por, and appoint one or moré of the 
poor, and appoint one or more of the 
duties in relation thereto. 

The Social Center is an organiza- 
tion of this city which is doing and 
undertaking to do an excellent work, 


and the undertaking is a laudable 
one, one which should be encour- 
aged. The Michigan Children’s 


Home society, through its local offi- 
cers, is likewise doing work that is 
much needed in this city and which 
we all know is a work that must be 
done through some -channel and un- 
dertaking. Our courts have held 
that no money shall be directly or 
indirectly” appropriated to any insti- 
tution or organization that is not one 
of the alied institutions of the city, 
or in other words is not one over 
which the city itself exercises a gov- 
ernmental control. This is So well 
settled that it cannot be questioned 
and this city cannot directy or in- 
directly donate money to either of 
these institutions, but we must not 
forget that these institutions are 
looking after ‘needy children and 
therefore they are not beyond the 
vale or our assistance. The assist- 
ance rendered ,however, must be 
rendered through the office of the di- 
rector of the poor and rendered the 
children or people who are to be as- 
sisted as individuals and not as a 
component part of some organiza- 
tion. This I feel certain can be done 
and done legally. That is, these 
children who are under the care and 
custody temporarily of these. or- 
ganizations referred to are as much 
entitled to relief from the city as 
though they were in their homes. 


Having shown that it is possible 
to create deputies or assistants to 
the work director ofthe poor, I would 
recommend that the council, by reso- 
lution or otherwise, create such an 
office or offices and that the mayor 
appoint some person connected with 
each of these bodies referred to as 
such deputies or assistants and that 
they have the authority to investi- 
gate and report* to the superintend- 
ent of the poor and receive relief, as 
provided by the ordinance of the city 
of Lansing, or ordinances that may 
be passed, and that these deputies 
work in conjunction with the direc- 
tor of the poor, to the end that the 
said children may receive the relief 
to which they are justly entitled 
from the proper funds of the city of 
Lansing.

The special committee appointed 
by the mayor Sept. 1, 1921, to whom 
was referred the matter of establish- 
ing a purchasing department for the 
city; the appointment of a purchas- 
ing agent and store keeper and the 
amount necessary to include in city 
budget of 1922-23 for the mainte- 
nance of said department, begs leave 
to report as follows:

fines and other moneys collected by 
the provisions of our charter are to 
be deposited in the contingent fund. 
In fact, all moneys that come into 
the city’s hands for which there is 
no provision of the charter or ordi- 
nances, shall be credited to the con- 
tingent fund. So we find that our 
contingent fund is not only partially 
raised by direct taxation, but is an 
amalgamation of funds received from 
a great many different sources. 
Therefore, I am impelled to hold that 
a fund thus created has not been 
appropriated, except as the same has 
been appropriated by the charter or 
ordinances of the city. 


We find that under our charter 
some expenses that are incurred by 
the city are directed to _ be paid 
from the contingent fund, among 
which are election expenses (Sec. 39), 
and in condemnation proceedings 
where award is made against the 
city it is to be paid from the con- 


tingent fund (Sec. 202). *-Payments 
for the construction of sidewalks 
are also to be paid by the con- 


tingent fund (Sec. 260). I construe 
these as having been appropriated, 
and in these cases it is simply 4 
question of disbursement by the 
council of funds that have been ap- 
ropriated by the charter, and as 
stated, all moneys that are in the 
contingent fund that have not been 
directly appropriated by the charter 
or by ordinances have not been ap- 
propriated in accordance with the 
meaning and terms as expressed in 
our charter. 

That it may be plainly wunder- 
stood, it is my holding that when 
moneys are to be paid from the con- 
tingent fund for purp@ses for which 
no appropriation has been made, it 
will require a two-thirds vote ofthe 
council so to do. Also, in trans- 
ferring moneys from one fund to an- 
other would likewise require a two- 
thirds vote.

tables.” 


The city of Lansing ordalins: 


That sections 1, 2, 3; 4, 5, and 6 
of ordinance No. 90, as amended 
April 2nd, 1918, entitled “An ordi- 
mance to license and regulate bil- 
liard tables, pool tables, bagatelle 
tables, pigeon-hole tables and bowl- 
ing alleys” be amended so as to read 
as follows, and that the title to 
said ordinance when enacted shall 
read as follows: “An ordinance to 
license and regulate billard tables, 
pool tables, bagatelle tables, pigeon- 


hole tables ,and card tables.” 


Section 1. It shall \be unlawful 
for any person or persons to keep 
for hire any billiard tables, pool 
tables, bagatelle table, pigeon-hole 
tables, or card tables within the 
limits of the city of Lansing with- 
out first obtaining a license there- 
for as hereinafter provided. 


Bection 2. Beforé any license 

wer this ordinance shall be grant- 
ed, application therefore shall _ be 
made in writing to the city clerk. 
Bald application shall state the name 
of person, persons, firm or corpora- 
tion, the place of location of the 
premises, the number of tables, or 
card tables, and the citizenship of the 
parties. Before any license is issued, 
said applicant shall pay to the city 
clerk the sum of $3.00 for one table, 
or card table so to be kept, operated 
or maintained, and where more than 
one table or card table is kept, op- 
erated or maintained, the sum _ of 
$1.00 for each additional table, or 
ecard table. No license hereunder 
shall be issued by the city clerk 


_until the application therefor shall 


have been approved by the city coun- 
cil. 


Section 3. This ordinance’ shal) 
mot apply to pool tables, billiard 
tables, bagatelle tables, pigeon-hole 
tables, or card tables, kept in the 
home, clubhouse or lodge rooms of 
any legally incorporated association, 
organization, or society, the use of 
which is confined or limited to mem- 
bers only of said association, or: 
ganization or society. 


Section 4. It shall be unlawful for 
any person or persons to keep or 
operate for hire ri billiard table, 
pool table, bagatdile table, pigeon- 
hole table, or card table in the city 
of Lansing except within the fire or 
fire-proof limits as now prescribed 
or as may be hereafter prescribed 
by ordinance, and no license shail 
be granted to keep or operate any 
table except 
within the limits aforesaid.

To the Honvrable Mayor and Mem- 
bers of the City Council’ 

Gentlemen: 

The question, now  béfore us, 
which has caused a considerable dif- 
ference in opinion in the past, is aa 
to the number of votes required to 
pay certain bills or claims against 
the city. and in discussing this mat- 
ter we have to draw a fine distinc- 
tion between appropriation, distribu- 
tion and expenditure of funda. 

We will first take into considera- 
tion the provisions of our charter 
(Our charter provides Sec. 47, Pg. 15): 

“e * * nor shall any money be 
appropriated unless by a concurring 
vote of two-thirds of the aldermen 
elect,”’ 

Section 152, page 63, reads as fol- 
lows: 

“No money shall be drawn from 
the city treasury, unless it shall 
have been previously appropriated 
to the purpose for which it shall 
have been drawn, except that when 
such appropriation is made from a 
fund in which there is nvdt sufficient 
money, the same may be pald out of 
any money in the treasury not in 
use, by a two-thirds vote of the city 
council elect, and the approval of 
the mayor. No such money can be 
charged to any fund other than that 
for which the same shall be _  ap- 
propriated, and shall stand as an 
overdraft in said fund; and all ordi- 
nances, resolutions and orders dircct- 
ing the payment of money, shall 
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specify the object and purposes of 
such payment and the fund from 
which it shall be paid, which shall 
be certified by the city clerk and 
countersigned by the city comptrol- 
ler. before the same shall be paid by 
the city treasurer.” 


Appropriation. 


The first proposition we will dis- 
cuss is the question of appropria- 
tion and what is meant by appropria- 
tion of money or funds, 

McQuillan on Municipal Corpora- 
tions, Vol 5, Sec. 2187 reads as fol- 
lows: 


o appropriation, as the word is 
used in law of municipal corpora- 
tions, relating to the appropriation 
of moneys, is the setting apart of 
a designated sum for a particular 
Purpose or purposes.” 


Corpus Juris, Vol. 4, Page 1460. 

“An appropriation of funds is an 
authority from the legislature given 
at the proper time and in legal form 


to the proper officers, to apply sums 


of money, out of that which may be 
in the treasury in a given year, to 
specified objects or demands against 
the state.” 


The constitution of the United 
States, being article I, section 9, pro- 
vides that no money be drawn from 
the treasury of the United States 
but in consequence of appropriations 
made by law. It is held that under 
this clause of the constitution it is 
necessary for congress to appropri- 
ate money for the support of the 
federal government and for payment 
of claims against it. This is Jone an- 
nually by acts of appropriation, 
some of which are for general pur- 
poses of government and. others for 
special and private needs. 

Pope on Legal Definitions, Vol. 1, 


page 98. 


“The word appropriation, used in 
paragraph 7, section 9, article I of 
the constitution of the United States, 
relating to drawing money from the 
public treasury, is used to express 
the disposition of public moneys 
from the treasury by law.” 


It is generally believed, and [ 
might say understood, that the word 
appropriation means the voting of 
money, but from the foregoing dfl- 
nition and holdings of the late text 
writers, we find that the word ap- 
propriation means when the same is 
designed or designated for some 
particular purpose, even after the

The city of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1. Sections 4658, 454, 460 
and 461 of article XXVII of an ordi- 
nance known and cited as the build- 
ing code as adopted April 27th, 1921, 
ar hereby amended to read as fol- 
ows: 


Section 453. Removal) of buildings. 
It shall be unlawful for any person 
or persons, firm, company or corpor- 
ation to move or cause to be moved, 
or assist in moving’ any wooden or 
frame building, house, barn or other 
structure, from any location to an- 
other within the fire or  fire-proof 
limits of this city; or to remove any 
building or buildings, house, barn or 
other structure, from one location 
to another whether on the same or 
different lots, unless the same shall 
be altered to conform to the class 
o rtype governing the construction 
of such building or structure at the 
time of moving the same, and in its 
new location; provided, however, that 
buildings erected prior to the enact- 
ment of this ordinance, when in 
sound structural condition, and fully 
safe and proper in the opinion of 
the building commissioner for use 
in the proposed new location and for 
the class of occupancy intended, may 
by special permission of the build- 
ing commissioner be so moved, when 
this article is fully compiled with 
in all other respects. 


It shall be unlawful for any per 
son, firm or‘ corporation to engage 
in the business or occupation of 
moving buildings into and upon the 
public streets or other public places 
in the city of Lansing without first 
obtaining a license ‘therefor. 


The city clerk is hereby authorized 
to grant and issue a license to any 
person, firm or corporation, for such 
purpose -upon the payment of a li- 
cense fee of $25 and the execution of 
a bond in the penal sum of $1,000 
with such surety or sureties as shall 
be approved by the city council, con- 
ditioned for the faithful observance 
of this ordinance and all rules and 
regulations imposed by said city re- 
‘lating to such business and condi- 
tioned further to hold the city of 
Lansing harmless from all loss, in- 
jury or damages, resulting from the 
moving of any building -through the

XLIV for 160 feet in each direction 
along such street from the proposed 
new location. 


No person, firm or corporation 
shall move any building into, upon 
or across any street or other public 
place in the city of Lansing unless 
licensed as above provided: Jn addi- 
tion to being licensed, it shall be 
unlawful ‘for any person, persons, 
firm, company oor corporation to 
move or cause to be moved any 
building, or buildings, house, barn 
the building commissioner, and no 
person moving such building shall 
permit the same to stand on any 
street, alley or public ground for a 
longer period than two days. 


Application for permit must be 
accompanied when required by the 
frontage consent as described above, 
and in all cases by the following 
written information;

Protection for public. Section 460.

No building while heing moved 
shall be left standing over any street 
crossing or street intersection at any 
time; and if it shall be necessary for 
such building: to stand over night in 
any street or public place, the per- 
son having charge thereof shall place 
good and sufficient light, shining a 
bright red light upon the same 485 
a warning to persons passing over 
such street of the situation thereof, 
and such light or lights shall be kept 
burning during the uight.

authorized at spring election held 
April 4, 1921 and the balance of the 
paving bonds $200,000 and sewerage 
bonds—$100,000 authorized at special 
élection Held August 30, 1921. 


We have made a study of the 
municipal bond market and find that 
municipals with maturities ranging 
from years 1935 to.1950 with interest 
rate of 4% per cent per annum are 
selling at a premium, while munici- 
pals with maturities ranging from 
1923 to 1932 with interest rate at § 
per cent are selling very close to 
par. We are of the opinion that 
there will be a slight improvement 
in the market by January 3, 1922, 
for the reason that interest and ma- 
turity periods on a large per cent of 
securities fall due on or about the 
first of the year, thereby creating 
large sums for re-investment. After 
a eareful consideration of the subject 
we beg leave to make the. following 
recommendations: 


First, That all paving, sewerage 
and bridge bonds ,and $500,000 of the 
electric light and power plant bonds 
as listed in the following schedule of 
maturities under years 1930 to 1936, 
inclusive, be sold at.this time.

Lot Occupancy: A building with 
its accessory buildings may occupy 
the entire lot on the first floor, pro- 
vided the required provision for a 
rear yard is complied with. Above 
the first floor a building shall not 
occupy in excess of ninety (90) per 
cent of a corner lot, nor in:‘excess of 
eighty~(80) per cent of an interior 
lot. Buildings used for residential 
purposes shall comply with the regu- 
lations of the “C” Height and Area 
District. 


Section 15.—Helght and Area District 
Exceptions. , 
The foregoing requirements in the 

height and area district shall be sub- 

ject to the following exceptions and 
regulations: 


Height-—~ 


First: That in the “A” and “B" 
Height and Area Districts, public or 
semi-public buildings, hospitals, 
sanitariums or schools may be erect- 
ed to a height not exceeding sixty 
rom all lot 
lines. not less than one foot for each 
foot such building exeeed thirty-five 
(35) and forty-five (45) feet respec- 
tively in height. 


Second: Private and two-family 
dwelling in the “A” Height and Area 
District may,be increased in height 
by not more than ten (10) feet when 
two (2) side yards of not less 
than fifteen (15) feet each are pro- 
vided. Such dwellings, however, 
shall not exceed three (3) stories in 
height. P 


Third: Churches, cathedrals and 
temples, which have side yards on all 
sides and comply with the area re- 
strictions of the “A” Height § and 
Area District may be erected as to 
the height and regulations in accord- 
ance with existing or hereafter 
adopted ordinances of the city of 
Lansing. 


Fourth: Chimneys, cooling towers, 
eleyator bulkheads, fire towers, gas 
tanks, grain elevators, light-houses, 
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pent houses, stacks, stage towers or 
scenery lofts, sugar refineries, tanks, 
water towers, ornamental towers and 
spires, wireless towers or necessary 
mechanical appurtenances may be 
erected as to their height in accord- 
ance with existing or hereafter 
adopted ordinances of the city of 
Lansing. A tower may be erected 
on a building having a minimum 
frontage of one hundred (100) feet 
on a street, provided such tower oc- 
cupies not more than 50% of the 
frontage of the street, is removed 
twenty-five feet from any adjoining 
property line and shall have a maxi- 


mum horizontal area not to exceed 
thirty-six hundred (3600) square feet. 
A tower may be erected on a build- 
ing having a frontage on three or 
more streets, but such tower shall 
have a maximum horizontal dimen- 
sion of not more than 50% of the 


average frontage of the building on 
all streets, shall be removed at least 
twenty-five (25) feet from any ad- 
joining property line, and: shall have 
a maximum horizontal area not to 
exceed thirty-six hundred (3600) 
square feet. ' 


Fifth: On “through” lots one hun- 
dred (100) feet or less in depth the 
height of a bullding may be meas- 
ured from the curb level on either 
street. On through lots more than 
one hundred (100) feet in depth the 
height regulations and basis of 
height measurement for the street 
permitting the greater height shall 
apply to a depth of not more than 


one hundred (100) feet from that 
street. 
Area— 

First: For purposes of the area 


regulations a semi-detached dwelling 
in the “A” Residence District, or 
group house or row house in the “B” 
Residence District may be considered 
as one building and occupying one 
lot. 


Second: Buildings on through lots 
and running through from street to 
street may waive -the requirements 
for a rear yard when complying with 
the percentage of lot occupancy by 
furnishinE other open spaces in lieu 
of such required rear yard. 

Third: in computing:.the depth of 
a rear yard or the width of a side 
yard for any building where, such 
yard opens onto an alley or street, 
one-half of such alley or street may 
be assumed to be a portion of the 
yard. 


Fourth: In computing the  per- 
centage of lot occupancy in the “D” 
and “E” Height and Area Districts 
where a lot abuts on an alley, one- 
half the width of the abutting alley 
may We assumed to be a portion of 
the lot. 
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Fifth: Every part of a required 
yard shall be open from its lowest 
point to the sky unobstructed, ex- 
cept for the ordinary projections of 
skylight above the bottom of suc 
yard, and except for the projection of 
sills, belt courses, cornices and orna- 
mental features not to exceed four 
(4) inches. 


Sixth: No cornice shall project 
over the atreet line more than five 
(6) per cent of the width of such 
street, and shall in no case project 
more than five (5) feet. 


Seventh: Open or lattice enclosed 
fire escapes, fireproof outside stair- 
ways and solid floored balconies open- 
ing upon fire towers, projecting intoa 
yard not more than five (5) feet, and 
the ordinary projections of chimneys 
and flues, may be permitted by the 
Building Commissioner where same 
are so placed as not to obstruct the 
light and ventilation. 


Section 16.—Board of Appeals. 


Creation of Membership: A Board 
of Appeals ig hereby established. The 
word “Board” when used in this. sec-~- 
tion shall be construed to mean the 
Board of Appeals. The Board shall 
consist of five members, of whom not 
leas than two (2) shall be members 
of the City Planning Commission, 
appointed by the mayor for terms of 
one (1) for one year ,two (2) for two 
years, ang two (2) for three years, 
respectively, in the first instance, and 
thereafter appointments shall be for 
three (3) years each. The chairman 
of the Board shall be annually elect- 
ed by the members of the Board. All 
members: of the Board shall serve 
without compensation. 


Meetings: Meetings of the Board 
shall be held at least once a month 
and at such other times as the Board 
may determine. There shall be a 
fixed place of meeting and all. meet- 
ings shall be open to the public. The 
Board shall adopt its own rules of 
procedure and keep a record of its 
proceedings, showing the action of 
the Board and the vote of each mem- 
ber upon each question considered. 
The presence of four members shall 
be necessary to constitute a Quorum. 


Appeal: Appeal from the rulirg 
of the Building Inspector concern- 
ing the enforcement of the provisions 
of this ordinance may he made to the 
Board of Appeals within such time 
as shall be prescribed by the Board 
by general rule. The appellant shali 
file with the Building Inspector and. 
with the Board of Appeals a notice 
of appeal, specifying the grounds 
thereof. The Building Inspector shall 
forthwith transmit to the Board all 
the papers constituting the record 
upon which the action appealed for 
was taken. 


bed 
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Stay: An appeal stays all proeeed- 
ings in furtherance of the action ap~ 
pealed from unless the Building In- 
spector, from whom the appeal is 
taken, certifles to the Board of Ap- 
peals, after the notice of appeal shall 
have been filed with him, that by 
reason of facts stated in the certifi- 
cate, a stay would in his opinion 
cause imminent peril to life or prop- 
erty, in which case proceedings . h:ll 
not be stayed otherwise than by a 
restraining order which may be 
granted by the Board of Appeals or 
by the Circuit Court, on application, 
on notice to the Building Inspector, 
from whom the appeal is taken and 
on due cause shown. 


Jurisdiction: The Board of Ap- 
peal may, in specific cases, after pub- 
lic notice and hearing, and subject to 
appropriate canditions and safe- 
guards, determine and vary the ap- 
plication of the use, height and area 
district regulations. herein established 
in harmony with their general pur- 
poses and intent as follows: 


(1) Grant a permit in a residence 
district for a temporary building for 
commerce or industry {fneidental to 
the residential development, such 
permit to be issued for a period of 
not more than one (1) year. 


(2) Grant a permit for the recon- 
struction within twelve (12) months 
of a building destroyed by fire or 
other causes to the extent of not 
more than one-half of its assessed 
value when such building is located 
in a district restricted against its 
use. 

(3) Grant a permit for the exten- 
sion of a use or height and area 
district for a distance of not more 
than twenty-five (25) feet where the 
boundary line of a district divides a 
lot in a single ownership at the time 
of the adoption of this ordinance. 


(4) Grant a permit for the en- 
largement of existing building or 
buildings, or erection on the same lot 
or plot of ground of additional build- 
ings for a trade, business or indus- 
try located in a district restricted 
against its use, where such enlarge- 
ment or expansion of such trade, 
business or industry will not be 
detrimental to or tend to alter the 
character of the nelghborhood. 


(6) Grant a permit for the erection 


‘and use of a building or the use cf 


a premises in any location to a pub 
lic service corporation or for’ public 
utility purpose which the Board ad- 
mits reasonably necessary for the 
public convenience or welfare. 


(6) Interpret the provisions of this 
ordinance in such a way as to carry 
out the intent and purpose of the 
Plan, as shown upon the maps. fixing 
tha several districts aecompanying 
and made a part of this ordinance 
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where the street layout actually on 
the ground varies from tne street 
layout as shown on the maps afore- 
said, 


(7) Adopt from time to time such 
rules and regulations as may be 
deemed necessary to carry into effect 
the provisions of this ordinance. 
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Section 17.—Occupancy Permits. 


No land shall be occupied or used 
and no building hereafter erected or 
altered shall be occupied or used in 
whole or in part for any purpose 
whatsoever until: a certificate shall 
have been issued by the building in- 
spector, stating that the _ building 
complies with all the building and 
health laws and ordinances and with 
the provisions of these regulations. 


No change of use shall be made 
in any building or part thereof now 
or hereafter erected or altered that 
is not consistent with the provisions 
of these regulations. Nothing in 
this section shall prevent the con- 
tinuance of the present occupancy 
or use of any existing building, ex- 
cept as may be necessary for safety 
of iife and property. 


Certificates for occupancy and com- 
pliance shall be applied for coinci- 
dent with the application for a 
building permit and shall be issued 
within ten 10 days after the erection 
or alteration of such buildings shall 
have been completed. A_ record gf 
all certificates shall be kept on file 
in the office of the building commis- 
sioner and copies shall be. fur- 
nished, on request. to any person 
having a proprietary or tenancy in- 
terest in the building affected. A fee 
of fifty cents shall be ‘charged for 
each original certificate and 25 cents 
for each copy thereof. ’ 


No permit for excavation for or the 
erectlon of any building shall be is- 
sued before application has been 
made for certificate of occupancy and 
compliance. No building or premises 
may be occupied until such certifi- 
cate shall have been ismued. . 


Section 18:—Plats. 


All applications for building 
permits shall be accompanied by a 
plat in duplicate drawn to. scale 
showing the actual dimensions of the 
lot to be built upon, the size of the 
building to be erected, and such 
other information as may be neces-~- 
Bary to provide for the enforcement 
of these regulations. A careful 
record of such applications and 
plats shall be kept in the office of 
the building commissioner. No yard, 
court or other open space provided 
about any building for the purpose 
of complying with the provisions of 
these regulations shall again be 
used as a yard, court or other open 
space for another building. 
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Section 19:—Use Permit. 


No change shall be made in the 
use of a building with out a permit 
having first been issued by the 
building commissioner, and no per- 
mit shall be issued to make such a 
change unless it is in accordance 
with the provisions of this ordi- 
aniuce or amendments thereto here- 
after duly enacted. 


Section 20:—Interpretation, Purpose 
and Conflict. ; 


In interpreting and applying the 
provizions of this ordinance, they 
shall be held to be the minimum re- 
quirements tor the promotion of the 
public safety, health, convenience, 
comfort, prosperity and general wel- 
fare. It is not intended by this ordi- 
nance to interfere with or abrogate 
or annul any ordinance, rules, rewu- 
lations or permits previously adopted 
or issued, and nat in conflict with 
any of the provisions of this ordi- 
nance or which shall be adopted or 
issued, pursuant to law relating to 
the use of buildings or premises, 
nor is it intended by this ordinance 
to interfere with or abrogate or an- 
nul any easements, covenants, or 
other agreements between parties, 
provided, however, that where this 
ordinance imposes a greater restric- 
tion upon the use of building or 
premises or upon height of build- © 
ing or requires larger open spaces 
than are imposed or required by 
oifch ordinances, rules, regulations or 
permits, or by easements, covenants, 
or agreements, the provisions of this 
ordinance shali control. 


Section 21:—Violation; Penalty. 


Ary person, firm or corporation 
who violates, disobeys, omits, neg- 
lects or refuses to comply with or 
who recists the enforcement of any 
of the provisions of this ordinance 
shali be fined not less than twenty- — 


five (25) dollars or more than two 
nundred (200) dollars for each 
offense. Each day that a violation is 


permitted to exist shall constitute a 
separate offense, 


Section 22.—Boundaries of Districts. 


Where uncertainty exists. with re- 
spect to the boundaries of the van- 
ous districts as shown on the maps 
accompanying and made a part of 
this ordinance the following rules 
shall apply: 


(a) The district boundaries are 
either streets or alleys unless other- 
wise shown and where the designa- 
tion on the maps accompanying and 
made a part of this ordinance indi- 
cating the various districta are ap- 
proximately bounded by streets or 
alley lines, said street or alley sha 
be construed to be the boundary of 
such district. 
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(b) Where the district boundaries 
are not otherwise indicated and 
where the property has been or may 


hereafter be divided into blocks 
and lots. the district boundaries 
shall be construed to be lot lines, 


and where the designations on the 
maps accompanying and made a part 
of this ordinance indicating the vari- 
ous districts are approximately 
bounded by lot lines, said lot lines 
shall be construed to be the boundary 
of such district, unless said bound- 
aries are otherwise indicated on the 
maps. 


(c) In subdivided property, the 
district boundary lines on the maps 
accompanying and made a part of 
this ordinance shall be determined 
hy use of the scale contained on such 
maps. | 


Section 23.—Validity. 


Should any section, clause or pro- 
vision of this ordinance be declared 
by the courts to be invalid, the same 
shall not affect the validity of the 
ordinance as a whole or any part 
thereof, other than the part so de- 
clared to be invalid, 


Section 24:—Changes 
ments.

The city planning commisslon may, 
of its own motion or upon petition 
signed by the owners of a majority 
of the property according to front- 
age in any district or portion there- 
of, prepare an ordinance amending, 
supplementing, or changing the dis- 
trict boundaries or the regulations 
herein established. The city plan- 
ning commission shall cause to be 
prepared a notice indicating the pro- 
posed change in the regulations or 
in the district boundary lines and 
describing the boundaries of the ter- 
ritory to be affected, which notice 
shall set a date for a public hearinyx 


for consideration of such proposed 
amendment, supplement or change. 
After due publication and _ posting 


and public hearing of such proposed 
amendment, supplement or change, 
as required by iaw, the city planning 
commission may cause such _ ordi- 
nance to be introduced in the city 
council of the city of Lansing.

Section 25:—-Conflicting Provisions 
Repealed. 


All ordinances or parts of ordi-

ORDINANCES. 


Ald. Main. introduced the follow- 
ing ordinance which was read a first 


and second time by its title and re. 


ferred to the committee on ordi- 
nances. 

An ordinance to license and regu- 
late public dance halls, public 
dances and public roller skating 
rinks, and to repeal an ordinance to 
license and regulate public dance 
halis and public dances as adopted 
February 24th, 1919. 

The city of Lansing ordains: 

Sec. 1. From and after’ the date 
whén this ordinance takes effect it 
shall be unlawful‘ for any person, 
co-partnership or corporation own- 
ing or controlling any room, hall or 
premises in the city of Lansing to 
use or permit such room, hall or 
premises to be used oer oecupied as a 
place for conducting or holding a 
ublic dance or rolier skating rink, 
unless such room, hall or premises 
shall be provided and supplied with 
individual water closets of durable, 
non-absorbent material, properly con- 
nected with the sewer, and with 
ample flush of water to thoroughly 
cleanse the bowl; to be located in- 
side of the building containing such 
room or dance hall; in two separate 
compartments, one for the use of fe- 
males and one for the use of maleg, 
completely separated from each 
other; and each of such compart- 
ments shall be thoroughly ventilated, 
and shall at all times be kept in a 
clean and sanitary condition, and 
unless such’ person, co-partnership 
or corporation shall first obtaln a 
license subject to the provisions of 
this ordinance, authorizing such per- 
son, co-partnership or corporation to 
rent, lease, use or permit such prem- 
ises to be used for the purpose of 
conducting a public dance or roller 
skating rink. 

Sec. 2. The clerk of the city of 
Lansing may grant, upon recom- 
mendation of the city council, under 
his hand and the official seal of said 
city a license to any suitable per- 
son, co-partnership or corporatlen to 
rent, lease, use or permit the use of 
such premises for a public dance hall 
or roller skatiug rink, subject to the 
provisions of this ordinance, tor a 
period of one year or less, but in no 
event shall such license extend be- 
yond the first Monday of May first 
succeeding the issuance thereof. Such 
license shall designate the particular 
Place in said city where such dance 
hall or roller skating rink may be 
operated. Any person, co-partner- 
ship or corporation making applica- 
tion to the city clerk for any such 
license shall state under oath the 
particular place or premises which 
is to be rented, leased, or used as a 
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public dance hall or roller skating 
rink, and if in a district where mere 
than 60 per cént of the frontage 
within a radius of 300 feet from 
such premises is used for residential 
purposes that at least 65 per cent or 
more of the owners of property with- 
in the said radius of 300 feet of 
such dance hall or roller’ skating 
rink have consented thereto and that 
the building in which such dance 
hall or roller skating rink is located 
has the toilet equipments specified 
in section one of this ordinance; and 
shall pay to said clerk a license fee 
of $50.60, provided such iicense is 
proposed to be carried on for one 
year, and where the time for such 
business Is proposed to be carried on 
is less than one year then the lh- 
¢cense fee’ to be paid shall be $10.00 
per month or fraction thereof. 

Sec. 3. Any person, co-partrer- 
ship or corporation applying for a 
license to carry on the business of 
conducting a public dance hall or 
roller skating rink shall accept and 
such license shall be granted upon 
the express condition that it may be 
revoked at the will of the city coun- 
cil, after reasonable notice and an 
opportunity for the holder of such 
license to be heard; whenever it shall 
be determined by a majority vote of 
the aldermen elect that such public 
dance hall or roiler skating rink. has 
been or is being conducted’ by such 
person, co-partnership or corpora- 
tion or the lessee or assignee of such 
person, co-partnership or corporation 
in a manner detrimental to the pub- 
lic welfare, and any perseun, co- 
partnership or corperation holding a 
license so revoked by the city coun- 
cil shall not again be licensed to 
lease, rent, usé or permit;the use or 
such premises for such business with- 
out the consent. of the city council 
first obtained. Any person, co-part- 
nership or corporation obtaininy 
such iicense, or any peraon, co- 
partnership or corporation leasing, 
renting or using such premises for 
the purpose of a public dance halk 
or roller skating rink shall conduct 
the same in accordance with and 
subject to any and all rules and 
regulation&8 as may be promulgated 
from time to time by the police de- 
partment of the city of Lansing 
regulating the manner in which 
dances or roller skating rinks may 
be conducted, and any violation of 
such rules shall be deemed.a viola; 
tion of this ordinance. 

Sec. 4. A public dance hall with- 
in the meaning and Intent of this 
ordinance is hereby defined to be any 
room, piace or space: in -which a pub- 
lic dance or public bail ehal) be held, 
or hall or academy in which classes 
in dancing are heid and isstruvtion 
in dancing is given for hire, or where 
admission can be had by payment of 
a fee, or by purchase, possession or 
presentation of a ticket or token or 
in which a charge is made for: care 
of clothing or other property, or 
where the publie generally may gain 
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admission with or without payment 
of .a fee. Provided. however, that 
this ordinance shall not ° apply 
to fraternal organizations, clubs, or 
associations using their premises. for 
dances to which the members only 
and their friends are invited, or to 
the leasing, renting or permitting 
their premises to be used for private 
dances conducted by other persons, 
clubs or organizations where no ad- 
mission fee is charwed. 

Sec. 65. A roller skating’ rink, 
within the meaning and intent of 
thia ordinance, is hereby defined to 
he any room, place, floor, or space 
in which roller skating is conducted 
or allowed, and where admission can 
be had by the payment of a fee or 
by purchasé, possession or presenta- 
tion of a token or ticket, or in which 
a charge is .made for the care of 
clothing or other property, or for the 
rental of roller skates, or where the 
public generally may gain admission 
with or,swithout the payment .of a 


Sec. 6 It shall be unlawful for 
any person, co-partnership or corpo- 
ration to keep open, or allow. the 
same to be kept open. any dance 
hall or’ roller skating rink on the 
first day of the week, commonly 
called Sunday. 

Sec. 7. Any person violating the 
provisions of this ordinance shal) 
upon conviction thereof before any 
court of competent jurisdiction be 
punished by a fine of not exceeding 
one hundred dollars and cost of 
prosecution or by imprisonment in 
the county jail for a period not ex- 
ceeding ninety days, or by both auch 
fine and imprisonment in the discre- 
tion of the court trying the offender.

We have examined every location 
in the city where streets cross rail- 
road tracks. Any crossing at grade 
is dangerous. If the city continues 
to grow as it has in the last twenty 
years the time for separating grades 
at the more important crossings is 
near at hand. This should be borne 
in mind when permanent improve- 
ments are madé near any of the 
railroads. The beat protection that 
can be ,provided until grades are 
separated are gates. 

Additional protection should be 
provided ‘now at places listed below 
as follows: 

Install gwates on the Grand Trunk 
R. R. at Logan st. 

Install gates on the Pere Mar- 
quette at Turner at:, Larch st., Penn- 
sylvania ave. and Hormes at. 

Install wig-wag at Shepard st. 

Install gates on the Michigan Cen- 
psi at Mt. Hope ave. and at Baker 
st. 


Put up railroad crossing signs at 
all street crossings on the belt line.

ORDINANCES. 


Ald. Dymond introduced the fol- 
lowing ordinance which was read a 
first and second time by its title and 
referred to the committee on ordi- 
nances: 

An ordinance to amend section 1 
of an ordinance entitled “An ordi- 
nance to provide for adequate sate- 
Zuards and protection to basement 
stairways and areaways opening off 
froém any public. street, alley or 
sidewalk,” as passed Oct. 31, 1921. 

The city of Lansing ordains: 

Sec. 1. Section 1 of an ordinance 
entitled “An ordinance to provide 
for adequate safeguards and protec- 
tion to basement stairways and 
areaways opening off from any pub- 
lic ‘street, alley or sidewalk,” as 
passed Oct. 31, 1921, is hereby amend- 
ed to read-as follows: 

Sec.. 1. It shall be unlawful for 
any person, firm or corporation to 
keep or maintain*a basement stair- 
way or areawdy opening off frdm 
any public street, alley or ‘sidewalk 
without providing a substantial rail- 
ing or adequate safeguard and pro- 
tection for the same. Provided also 
that the entrance through such rall- 
ing to such basement stairway shall 
be parallel to the course of such 
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sirous of wsing such basement stair- 
way to turn at right angles from the 
course of the street, alley or side- 
walk to enter the same. Provided 
further that where the opening to 
such basement stairway is at Fight 
angles and not parallel to the course 
of said sidewalk, street and alley, a 
_ suitable gate shall be provided open- 
ing outward, which gate shall also 
be equipped with a spring or other 
suitable contrivance to keep said 
wate closed at all times.* Provided 
further that any persons, firm or 
corporation maintaining said base: 
ment stairway shall keep such Bate 
closed at all times, except when 
temporarily opened by persons de- 
sirous of using ‘said stairway. 


On motion of Ald. Main, the coun-

ORDINANCES. 


Ald. Dymond introduced the fol- 
lowing ordinance which was read a 
first and second time by its title and 
referred to the committee on ordi- — 
nances: 

An ordinance to amend section 1 
of an ordinance entitled “An ordi- 
nance to provide for adequate safe- 
guards and protection to basement 
stairways and areaways opening off 
from any public. street, alley or 
sidewalk,” as passed Oct. 31, 1921. 

The city of Lansing ordalns: 

Sec. 1. Section 1 of an ordinance 
entitled “An ordinance to provide 
for adequate safeguards and protec- 
tion to basement stairways and 
areaways opening off from any pub- 
lic street, alley or sidewalk,” as 
passed Oct. $1, 1921, is hereby amend- 
ed to read as follows: . 

Sec. 1. It shall be unlawful for 
any person, firm or corporation to 
keep or maintain a basement stair- 
way or areaway opening off from 
any public street, alley or sidewalk 
without providing a substantial rail- 
ing or adequate safeguard and pro- 
tection for the same. 
that the entrance through such rail- 
ing to such basement stairway shall 
be parallel to the eourse of such 


Provided also- 
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alley, street, or sidewalk, so that it 
will be necessary for persons de- 
girous of using such basement stair- 
way to turn at right angles from the 
course of the street, alley or side- 
walk to enter the same. Provided 
further that where the opening to 
such basement stairway is at right 
angles and not parallel to the course 
of said sidewalk, street and alley, a 
suitable gate shall be provided open- 
ing outward, which gate shall also 
be equipped with a spring or other 
suitable contrivance to keep said 
gate closed at all times. Provided 
further that any persons, firm or 
corporation maintaining sald base- 
ment stairway shall keep such gate 
closed at all times, except when 
temporarily opened by persons de- 
sirous of using said stairway. 


On motion of Ald. Main, the coun- 
cil resolved itself into a committee 
on the whole to consider ordinances. 

The mayor called Ald. Main to the 
chair to preside over the committee 
of the whole. After some time spent 
in the committee of the whole, the 
committee arose and through its 
chairman reported that it had con- 
sidered an ordinance entitled “An 
ordinance to license and regulate 
public dance halls, public dances and 
public roller skating rinks, and to 
repeal an ordinance to license public 
dance halls and public dances’ as 
adopted Feb. 24, 1919," and had 
made certain amendments’ thereto 
and recommend that the ordinance 
be passed as amended.

The ordinance under consideration 
was then read a third time as fol- 
lows: ; 

An ordinance to license and regu- 
late public dance halls, public 
dances and: public roller skating 
rinks, and to repeal an ordinance to 
Hcense and regulate public dance 
halls and‘ public dances as adopted 
February 24th, 1919. 

The city of Lansing ordains: 

Sec. 1. From and after the date 
when this ordinance takes effect it 
shall be unlawful for any person, 
eo-partnership or corporation own- 
ing or controlling any room, hall or 
premises in the city of Lansing to 
use or’ permit such room, hall or 
premises to be used or occupied as a 
place for conducting or holding a 
public dance or roller skating rink, 
unless such room, hall or premises 
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shail be provided and supplied with 
individual, water closets of durable, 
non-absorbent material, properly con- 
nected with the aewer,. and with 
ample flush of water to thoroughly 
cleanse the bowl; to be located tn- 
side of the building containing such 
room or dance hall; in two separate 
compartments, one for the use of fe- 
males and one for the use of males, 
completely eeparated from = each 
other; and each of such compart-* 
ments shall be thoroughly ventilated, 
and shall at all, times be kept in a 
clean and sanitary condition, and 
unless such person, co-partnership 
or corporation shall first obtain a 
license subject to the provisions of 
this ordinance, authorizing such per- 
gon, co-partnership or corporation to 
rent, lease, use or permit such prem- 
ises to be used for the purpose of 
conducting a public dance or roller 
akating rink. 


Sec. 2. The clerk of the city of 
Lansing May grant, upon recom- 
mendation of the city council, under 
his hand and the official seal of said 
city a license to any suitable per- 
son, co-partnership or corporation to 
rent, lease, uae or permit the use of 
such premises for a public dance hall 
or roller skating rink, subject to the 
provisions of this ordinance, for a 
period of one year or less, but in no 
event shall such license extend be- 
yond the first Monday of May first 
succeeding the issuance thereof. Such 
license shall designate the particular 
Dilace In saidycity where such dance 
hall. or roller skating rink mavy be 
operated. .Any person, co-partner- 
ship or corporation making applica- 
tion to the city clerk for any such 
license shall state under oath the 
particular place or premises which 
is to be rented, leased, or used aa a 
public dance hall or roller skating 
rink, and if in a district where more 
than 50 per cent of the frontage 
within @ radius of 300 feet from 
such premises is used for residential 
purposes that at least 65 per cent or 
more af the owners of property with- 
in the said radius of 300 .feet of 
such dance hall or rojller ‘skating 
rink have consented thereto and that 
the building in, which such dance 
hali or roller skating rink is located 
has the toilet equipments specified 
in section one of this ordinance; and 
shall pay to said clerk a license fee 
of $650.00, providing that where the 
time remaining until the next suc- 
ceeding May ist is less than six 


months, then such license fee shall 
be $25.00. 
Sec. 3. Any person, co-partner- 


ship or corporation applying for a 
license fo carry on the business of 
conducting a public dance hatl or 
roller skating rink shall accept and 
such license shall be granted upon 
the express condition that it may be 
revoked at the will of the city coun- 
cil, after reasonable notice and an 
opportunity for the holder of such 
license to be heard; whenever it shail 
be determined by a majority vote of 
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the aldermen elect that such public 
dance hall or roller skating rink has 
been or is belng conducted by such 
person, co-partnership. or corpora- 
tion or the lessee or assignee of such 
person, co-partnership or corporation 
in a manner detrimental to the pub- 
lic welfare, and any person, Co- 
partnership or corporation holding a 
license so revoked by the city coun- 
cil shall not again be licensed to 
lease, rent,,use or permit the use or 
such premises for such business with- 
out the consent of the city council 
first obtained. Any person, co-part- 
nership or corporation obtaining 
such license, or any ' person, co- 
partnership or corporation leasing, 
renting or using such premises for 
the purpose of a public dance hal} 
or roller skating rink shall conduct 
the same in accordance with and 
aubject to any and all rules and 
regulations as may be promulgated 
from time to time by the police de- 
partment of the city of Lansing 
regulating the manner in which 
dances or roller skating rinks may 
be conducted, and any violation of 
such rules shall be deemed a viola- 
tion of this ordinance. 

Sec. 4. A public dance hall with- 
in the meaning and intent of this 
ordinance is hereby defined to be any 
room, place or space in which a pub- 
lic dance or public ball shall be held, 
or hall or academy in which classes 
in dancing are he'd and instruction 
In dancing is givey. for hire, or where 
admission can be had by payment of 
a fee, or by purchase, possession or 
presentation of a ticket or token Ot 
in which a charge is made for care 
of clothing or other property, or 
where the public generally may gain 
admission with or without payment 
of a fee. Provided, however, that 
this ordinance _-— shall not apply 
to fraternal organizations, clubs, or 
associations using their premises for 
dances to which the members only 
and their friends. are invited, or to 
the leasing, renting or permitting 
their premises to be used for private 
dances conducted by other persons, 
clubs or organizations where no ad- 
mission fee is charged. 

Sec. 6. A roller skating rink, 
within:the meaning and intent of 
this ordinance, is hereby defined to 
be any room, place, floor, or space 
in which roller skating is conducted 
or allowed, and where admission can 
be had by the payment of a fee or 
by purchase, possession or presenta- 
tion of a token or ticket, or in which 
a charge is made for the care of 
clothing or other property, or for the 
rental of roller skates, or where the 
public generally may gain admission 
a or without the payment of a 
ee. 


Sec. 6. It shall be unlawful for 
any person, co-partnership or corpo- 
ration to keep open, or allow. the 
same to be Kept open. any dance 
hall or roller skating rink on the 
firat day of the week, commonly 
called Sunday. 
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See. 7. Any person violating the 
provisions of this ordinance shall 
upon conviction thereof before any 
court of competent jurisdiction be 
punished by a fine of not exceeding 
one hundred dollars and cost of 
prosecution or by imprisonment {in 
the county jail for a period not ex- 
ceeding ninety days, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment in the discre- 
tion of the court trying the offender. 

Sec. 8. The ordinance entitled 
“An ordinance to license and regu- 
late public dance halls, public 
dances,” as adopted February 24th, 
1919, is hereby repealed. This ordi- 
nance shall not be construed to af- 
fect public dance halls operating un- 
der unexpired licenses heretofore 
issued until the same have expired.

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found in a very delapidated condi- 
tion ,owing -to natural decay . and 
want of repair, and especially found 
that the joists of the first floor were 
extremely long, the ends of which 
had dry rotted and by reason: of the 
same would hardly support them- 
selves’ were they not shored up or 
braced as they are, but on account 
of the props and braces that have 
been put in they still remain ufider 
the floor, but not in their original 
piaces as they have settled to a con- 
siderable extent in spite of the sup- 
port under them. 

We then visited the first floor and 
found that the same is settled all 
over and very irregular. That i 
some parts of the building the flour 
is several inches below where it 
originally was. As a matter of fact, 
the floor has given away from. the 
sides of the building in most places 
and the stairway leading to the sec- 
ond ftoor is pulled away from the 
wall and the outside of-the stairway 
is much lower than the inside and 
slants considerably to the east. 

The floors on the other stories are 
very much in the same condition as 
the first floor, very much settled and 
irregular on the surface, which indi- 
cates that the joist supporting the 
floor has decayed at the ends and 
permitted the floor to s€ttle and is 
supported principally by the parti- 
tions. Bach and every of these i: un . 
are settled so that in many parts of 
the same they are several inches out 
of level. 

The electric wiring is not modern 
in any way. That which is. in- 
closed is inclosed mostly by wooden 
strips’ and considerable of the wWire 
is exposed and open and by reason 
of th@psame and the other conditions 
that exist in and around the said 
building the same is a menace ta 
public safety on account of the lia- 
bility of flre and other dangers in:i- 
dent to the conditions of the electric 
wiring. This matter especially shou! 
be called to the attention of the 
state officers who have charge of the 
inspection of wiring of state build 


ings. 
The plumbing is prehistoric -or 
more s0, very ‘unsanitary and a 


menace to health. We were — su: 
prised to find one of the state inati- 
tutions in such a condition, espe 
clally as to plumbing, sanitation and 
electric wiring and feel that it is u 
matter that should be given imme. 
diate attention ,and especially that 
the state sanitary inspector should 
have his attention called to the same. 

The exterior of the building in 
some parts is comparatively sound, 
but the west wall is cracked and 
bulged, the center of which has set- 
tled several inches and that by rea- 
son of the same and the decaying 
condition of the joist we feel that 
this building is unsafe for human 


habitation or occupancy. The cornice 
on the building is all wood of an- 
cient style and type, and while it has 
a tendency to preserve the memory 


~- 
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of aneient skilled workmen, we feel 
that at the present time, on account 
of this and other conditions that 
exist that the building is a firetrap 
and menace to the public and other 
property. In -fact the general condi- 
tion of the building is such that it 
appears to us that it is almost if not 
entirely beyond repair, or if repaired 
it would necessitate practically a re- 
building of the same to make it 
safe. 

In conclusion, we wish to say that 
if this building was the property of 


the city of Lansing the same would — 


not be permitted to remain in the 
condition.in which it is, nor would 


it™be occupied for one moment and 


that if the city officers were derelict 
in their duty the state officers would 
unquestionably become interested to 
the extent of condemning fhe same.

An ordinance to amend section 

327-A of an ordinance entitled ‘An 

ordinance regulating all matters con- 





Resolved by the city council of the- 
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cerning or: pertaining to the con- 
struction, alteration, repairs or addi- 
tions to, remodeling, use or occupan- 
cy of buildings or their parts and 
structures of every nature in the city 
of Lansing, Michigan; providing for 
condemnation and stoppage of the 
use thereof, and wrecking of the 
same. Creating the offices of build- 
ing commissioner, assistant building 
commissioner and city electrician, 
and providing for the office of the 
building department, repealing all 
former ordinances conflicting there- 
with,” as adopted. April 27th, 1921, 
and generally known as the “Build- 
ing Code.” ; 

The city of Lansing ordains: 

Sec. 1. Section 327-A of an ordin- 
ance entitled “An ordinance regulat- 
ing all matters concerning or per- 
taining to the construction, altera- 
tion, repairs or additions to, remode)l- 
ing, use or occupancy of buildings or 
their parts and structures of every 
nature in the city of Lansing, Michi- 
gan; providing for condemnation and 
stoppage of the use thereof, and 
wrecking of the same. Creating the 
offices of building commissioner, as- 
Sistant building commissioner and 
city electrician, and providing for the 
office of the building department, re- 
pealing all former ordinances con- 
flicting therewith,” is hereby amend- 

.-ed to read as follows: 

Formed steel joists. Sec. 327-A 
“Formed steel joists’ may be used in 
the floor construttion’of the follow- 
ing named buildings, required under 
the provisions of this ordinance to be 
of fireproof construction, in accord- 
ance with the following provisions; 

“apartment hotels, apartment houses, 
tat buildings, dormitories, hotels, 
iodging houses, tenements, club 
houses, fraternity houses, sorority 
houses, boarding houses, dwelling 
houses, schools, convent buildings, 
Sarages, sheds and for all other 
buildings of the “dwelling house 
class” where wood joists are per- 
mitted under this ordinance. Pro- 
vided further, that “formed § stee) 
Joists” may be «sed in any class of 
building where wood joists are now 
permitted. “Formed steel joists’ 
Shall be defined to mean, steel joists 
that are made up of two symmetrical 
channel sections formed from strip pr 
sheet steel and placed back to back 
and securely spotwelded together. The 
strip or sheet steel used in producing 
“formed steel joists” shall in no case 
be less than .072 of an inch in thick- 
ness. No “formed steel joists” shall 
under its calculatzd load have a de- 
fection exceeding 1-360 of the span. 
‘rhe flange width of “formed steel 
joists” shall not exceed one-half of 
their depth excepting joists five (65) 
inches or less in depth when flange 
width may be three-fourths (%) of 
joist depth. The allowable unit 
stresses shall not exceed those given 
in this ordinance. Splicing of steel 
joists shall not be allowed. In no 
case shall “formed steel joists” floor 
construction be considered as resist- 
ing wind pressures. No “formed 
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steel joists’ shall be spaced to exceed 
twenty-four (24) inches on centers, 
iixcept that joists made from strip 
or sheet steel .076 of an inch or more 
in thickness may,be spaced not to ex- 
ceed five times the depth of the joist. 
Stress in the joists ehall be limited 


‘to that called for by the manufac- 


turers’ standard specifications, and in 
no case shall excé¢ed 16,000 lbs. per 
‘square — inch.” All “formed _ steel 
joists” shall be bridged with tension 
bridging évery six (6) feet measured 
along the length of the joists and 
Shall be securely fastened in a taut 


condition both xt the top and bottom 


of each and every joist. The mate- 
rial used for such bridging shall be 
at least equal in strength to No. 20 
Bauge black steel one (1) inch in 
width. The bearing for ‘formed steel 
joists” when supported on concrete or 
Masonary walls shall not be less in 
“any case than four (4) inches, eqn

depth of the joist. The bearing of 
“formed steel joists’? when supported 
on rolled beams, riveted girders or 
other steel members shall not be less 
than two and ,one-half (2%) inches. 
The above dimensions for bearing 
shall be measured along the a 
of the joists and for the full width 
oft the flange of the joists. No such 
steei joists shall he connected by riv- 


ets or bolts to supporting structural .. 


sections. All strip. or sheet steel shall 
be dipped in oil before being formed 
into ‘‘formed sf5e] joists” and shall 
be painted with one coat of paint at 
the factory prior to shipment. Wher- 
ever “formed steel joists’’ are per- 
mitted to be sed under the provi- 
stons of this section of this ordinance, 
metal lath shall be firmly secured to 
the top and bottom of ajl such joists 
and shall weigh not less than three 
and four tenths (3.4) pounds per 
square yard. ‘This lath shall have 
sufficient cross sectional area to serve 
as reinforcement for the concrete 
stab, as provided in sections 306 and 
807 of this ordinance. The top layer 
ot floor lath to be covered with Port- 
land cement concrete at least two 
(2) inches in thickness over the en- 
tire floor ared. All. such concrete 
shall be of such quality that.its max- 
imum crushing strength at the age of 
thirty (30) days shall not be less 
(2,600) pounds 
per square inch. The bottom layer 
or ceiling lath shall be covered with 
at least two (2) coats of cément 
plastering at least three fourths (%) 
h in thickness of a mix -of 
one (1) part Portland cement and not 
to exceed two (2) parts of sand, to 
which may be added ten (10) pounds 
of lime putty to each sack of Port- 
land cement for the scratch coat only. 
In non-fireproof building, a two (2) 
inch wood nailing strip may be nailed 
over the lath directly tq the “formed 
steel joists’ and the two (2) inches 
vor. eonerete above provided for shall 
be filicd between said nailing strips 
with a. wood floor over said concrete 
tastened direetly to said nailing 
strips. Said nailing strips not to ex- 
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ceed two (2) inches in width. Pro- 
vided, however, that where “formed 
steel joists” are used in place of wood 
in single dwellings, no flreproofing 
shall be required other than that re- 
quired for wood joists. .

Gentlemen—The comimittee repre- 
senting all interests desiring the 
successful conduct of our City Mar- 
ket after’ a careful investigation 
would respectfully report findings 
that we believe are endorsed by over 
90% of the surrounding farmers and 
city voters. 


lst—A properly conducted city 
market is an economic necessity for 
any manufacturing tqwn, as it should 
reduce the spread between the pro- 
ducer and consumer ,encourages in- 
ereased production, creates a _ spirit 
of co-operation between the farmer 
and city people, helps labour reduce 
the cost of living and supply a real 
public demand. 


2nd—-A central market is prefer- 
able to two or more. 

3rd—Our present market is an 
ideal location and could not be 


abandoned without serious damage 
to the best interests of our city. 
4th—Present location is better and 
equipment far better than in Grand 
Rapids where a wonderful market 
has been built up by practical con- 
structive methods that Lansing can 


easily and safely follow. 


5th—We recommend that present 
market be continued and made to 
properly function by efficient man- 
agement. 

That a rest room with women and 
men’s toilet be provided at once. 

7th—That a competent man be pro- 


cured on his record without any pe- 


tition or political influence as Market 
Master for market days who must 
have. sufficient meat and grocery ex- 
perience to ‘inspect and pass on all 
foods offered for sale with executive 
ability to enforce proper rules, to 
safeguard both seller and buyer and 
prevent any questionable or un- 
wholesome food being offered. Mar- 
ket Master shotild be invested with 
full police power. 


8th—That weights and measures 


* be carefully watched and scales in- 


stalled for purchasers to check out 


on. 
— 9th—That a weighmaster and mar- 
ket caretaker be retained to be on 
‘duty all the time, and only make it 
necessary for market master to be 
on duty during market hours on 
market days, which should not take 
over 24 hours per week and make it 
*possibld to procure a high! grade 
man who could not devote his en- 


tire time to market. 
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10th—-That a wholesale market be — 


held early every other morning and 
would suggest 56 A. M. Tuesday, 
, Thursday and Saturday to which 
any grower could bring his produce 
or any wholesale dealer fruit and 
producé not locally grown, and on 
which any dealer or consumer could 
purchase in wholesale quantities, and 
cate market shouid be over at 9 A, 


lith—A retail market should be 
held on same day beginning as near 
noon as practical and running as 
long as seller and ‘buyer do business, 
but it should not be encouraged past 
6 P. M. except om Saturday evening. 

The retatl market must be reas- 
tricted to bona fide growers and all 
hucksters and resale dealers’ pro- 
hibited from it, as they have been 
the principal cause of our present de- 
moralized market situation. 

12th—A retail bulletin should be no 
longer posted, but instead there 
should be a bulletin posted each 
noon with that day’s wholesale price 
marked up, which in our judgment 
would automatically result in a mar- 
ket price of about half way between 
wholesale and retail, as growers will 
not come unless they get more than 
wholesale prices, and consumers will 
not patronize unless they buy at less 
than retail prices. 

While prices will be largely regu- 
lated by supply and- demand and 
high-grade goods bring best prices a 
market cannot grow and properly 
serve unless the benefit is mutual and 
a wholesale price bulletin will tend 
to establish this condition in Lansing 
as it has elsewhere.

or an apartment hotel which are 
herein specifically defined. 

Lodglng House: A lodging house 
is_a building or place’ providing 
lodgings to individuals pursuant to 
previous ararngement and $$ not to 
any one who may apply. 

Lot: Land occupied or to be ocbu- 
pied by a building and accessory 
buildings and including such open 
spaces as are required under this 
ordinance, and having its principal 
frontage upon a public street or offi- 
cially approved place. 

Lot, corner: Lot, triangular: A 
lot fronting on two or more streets 
at their junction, said streets form- 
ing with each other an angle of 45 
degrees or more, is a corner lot. 
When the angle formed by the inter- 
secting street is legs than 45 de- 
grees, such a lot shall be known as 
-@ triangular lot. For the purpose of 
Wetermining the percentage of lot

Gentlemen—Some time ago a roll 
was made to assess the cost of pav- 
ing Holmes st., but as this body was 
informed the court declared the roll 
illegal by reason of certain irregu- 
larities, whic we since undertook 
to correct.
